EBPORT ON PUBLIC AfiCHIVBS. 

(DOUGLAS BRYMNER, ARCHIVIST ) 

Sib, — ^I have the honour to present the Annual Seport respecting the Historical 
Archives under my charge. The catalogue at the end of this Report will show the 
additions that have been made to the collection during the year. 

Through the courtesy of the Governments. of Ontario and Quebec, collections of 
the public docnments of these Provinces, since Confederation, have been placed in the 
depository. The Eight Honourable Sir George Jessel, Master of the EoiU and Keeper 
oi the Records of England, has made a very valuable gift of the Reports of the 
Historical Manuscripts Commission, whose labours were referred to in my last 
Beport, besides the Reports from 1840 to 1882 (43 volumes), of the Deputy Keeper of 
Eecords, London, and three volumes of the Calendars of the Colonial series of State 
Papers, in addition to the two which were acquired last year. Two of the Reports 
on Historical Manuscripts (volumes 3 and 4) are out of print, but instructions nave 
been sent to London to obtain them, if possible, so as to complete the set. Every 
exertion is being made to secure as complete sets as possible of the documents relating 
to the different periods of the history of the British North American Provinces and 
of the Dominion of Canada. 

Of the Haldimand and Bouquet collections, which have been copied in the British 
Museum, 144 volumes of the former and 17 volumes of the latter have been received. 
Wil^ the exception of those which have only lately been sent, the volumes have 
beeD calendared. The Calendar of one of those relating to the negotiations with 
Yermont and of a volume of correspondence relating to affairs in Detroit and expedi- 
tions from thence into the western country, &c., are printed at the end of this Report, 
to show the system adopted (See Note A). The last volume has been selected owing 
to the interest taken in the events referred to in it, as evinced by the frequent inquiries 
made by investigators respecting them. Insti-uctions have been sent to have copies 
made of other papers in the Museum, the work on which is now in progress. 

The work of indexing has been continued steadily during the year, so as ta 
mAke the papers as useful as possible to investigators. 

I would respectfully beg to direct attention to the question of enlarged space for 
the Archives rooms. In order to make the papers there easily accessible, it is 
necessary that there should be room to arrange systematically the various documentSy 
manuscript or printed, according to Provinces, subjects and periods, besides divisions 
being set apart for those of a general nature, bearing more or less directly on the 
interests of the Dominion or the Provinces, such as, to mention two instances, 
commercial and vital statistics. At present there is no possibility of making 
any other than temporary arrangements; there can be no permanent method of 
classifying on the shelves and arranging the catalogue ; no way by which, without 
tronble or hesitation, a work or paper can be given out for reference in the absence 
of the Archivist. The most has been, and will be, made of the accommodation 
provided, but there has not been, and still less is there now, any room for satisfactory 
arrangement. This is a point te which I feel that attention should bo directed. It 
is probably impossible, in the present crowded state of the Departments, to find a 
remedy for this state of thiogs in the buildings as they now are, but liefore long, it 
is evident, some remedy must be found for the general complaint ; and the growing^ 
importance of this branch will, it is to be hoped, lead to such arrangements as shall 
be sufficient for many years.

For tho purpose of showing the necessity for such arrangements, th^ periods in 
the history of the Provinces and Dominion may be thas divided :— 

I. Canada under French Rule. — Included under this head, are the documents 
relating to Nouvelle France, and those relative to the discoveries made by the 
French explorers in tho west, &c The works of Parkman, whioh are in the Depart- 
ment, are of great historical value, and they are still more so from the help they 
lifford in the inquiry as to the sources from which documents can be obtained. 
Copies of the Journal as well as the Belaticns desJesmtes, the works of Champlain, tlie 
Edits et Ordonnances and others throw light on this period of history, but the sreat 
bulk of the papers must be obtained from the French Archives. The works of 
French writei*s on Canadian history are still wanting. 

II. Province op Quebec — 1. From the cession of Great Britain down to 1791, 
when the old Province of Quebec was divided into Upper and Lower Canada ; 2. 
liO^er Canada from 1791 to 1^41, when the two Provinces were reunited into the 
Province of Canada; 3. From 1841 to 1867 (the date of Confederation) in as far as 
relates to the special affairs of Canada East ] 4. Since Confederation, when the old 
name — the Province of Quebec — ^was resumed. 

III. Province op Ontario. — 1. The settlement, &c. of the upper part of the 
Province of Quebec, from the cession to 1791 ; 2. Upper Canada from 1791 to 1841, 
the date of reunion ; 3. From 1841 to 1867, in as far as relates to the special aflairs of 
Canada West; 4. Since Confederation, when it was called the Province of Ontario. 

IT. Province op Nova Scotia. — From the discovery of this Province, about 
1497 or 1498, under the commission given to Cabot and his sons by Henry Til of 
England in 1496, no real attempts at settlement were made for upwards of a century. 
Shoil/ly after the defeat by the Tirginians of the attempted French settlement by Be 
Monte (1604-1613), the gi*ant to Sir William Alexander, refeiTcd to in my last Eeport, 
was made (1621). A collection of documents relating to this last transaction is among 
the Archives, but the general history of the Province down to 17 13 must be looked for 
among the Archives of London and Paris, it having repeatedly changed ownera during 
that period. Since its final cession to Great Britain, however, in 1713, there are 
certain periods which may be distinctly indicated for the present purpose. 1. From 
1713 to 1158, when a constitution was granted ; 2. From 175S to 1770, when Prince 
Edward Island (then St. John's Island) was separated ; 3. From 1770 to 1784, when 
New Brunswick was separated; 4. From 1784 to 1848, when responsible Grov- 
emment was granted ; 5. From 1848 to 1867, the date of Confederation ; 7. From 
Confederation onwards. 

T. Province op New Brunswick. — ^The early history ofthis Province is included 
in that of Nova Scotia down to 1784. The periods as a separate Pix)vince are : 1. 
From 1784 down to 1848, when re8pon<»ibile Grovemment was granted. This period 
includes the settlement of the U. E. Loyalists ; 2. Prom 1848 to 1867, the date of 
Confedei'ation ; 3. From Confederation onwards. 

TI. Phinoe Edward Island (St. John's Island till 1800). — 1. Under French 
rule to, 1763, including the settlements of the Acadians, after their expulsion from 
Nova Scotia ; 2. From 1763, tho date of its cession to Great Britain, when it. was 
placed under the Grovemment of Nova Scotia, to 1770, when it was established as a 
separate province ; 3. From 1770 to 1851, the date of responsible Government ; 4. 
From 1851 to 1873, the date of admission into the Dominion j 5. From 187^ onwaixis. 

Vn. British Columbia, including therein .Vancouver's Island. — 1. Under the 
rule of the Hudson's Bay Company ; 2. Fi-om 1858, when it was erected into a Gov- 
ernment till 1866, when it was consolidated with Vancouver's Island ; 3. Vancouver's 
Island from 1859, when it was ci'ected into a Government, till 1866, when it was con- 
solidated with British Columbia ; 4. From 1866 to 1871, when it was admitted into 
the Dominion ; 5. From its admission onwards. 

VIII. Thb Nokth-Wbst Terbitobies. — 1. Under the rule of the Hudson Bay- 
Company, down to 1870, the date when they were transfeiTcd to the Dominion. In 
this period are included the transactions of the rival ibr and trading companies ; 2. 
Fix)m the date of transfer onwaixis. 



IX. Peovincb op Manitoba.— The eai-ly history forms part of that of the North- 
West Territories. It would be well, however, if the materials would admit of it, to 
^vide them from the rest, and have — 1. The papers relating especially to the events 
^ Fort Garry, now Winnipeg, the capital of Manitoba ; 2. Manitoba since its erection 
into a Province in 18*70. 

X. The Dominion op Canada from 1867, the date of its being organized by the 
confederation of the different Provinces. 

The policy of organizing new Provinces, as the North-West TeiTitories become 
settled, has already neces<^itated further divisions, which cannot be overlooked in 
ileviging a system for the arrangement of the Archives, so as to render them of the 
greatest benefit. 

By an Oixier in Council, dated 8th May. 1882, four Pi^ovisional Districts have 
.been formed out of these territories. They are : — 

1. District op Assii^iboia, with an area of about 95,000 square miles. 

2. District op Saskatchewan, with an area of about 114,000 square miles. 

3. District op Albbrta, with an area of about 100,000 square n^iles. 

4. District of Athabasca, with an area of about 122,000 square miles. 

In order to complete the collection of papers relating to the history of British 
IS^orth America, it seems desii'able to make a collection of those relating to 
Newpottndland. The collection of manuscripts in the Biitish Museum is not large, 
hnt they include the claims of Kii*ke and Sir George Calvert (afterwards Lord fial- 
timore), an account of its settlement, dated in 1676 ; accounts of the fishing trade so 
far back as 1615, up to 1706, not continuous ; with remarks on the relations between 
the French and English, besides other interesting information. Such a collection 
«^m8 all the more desii-able in view of the claims of Fiimce under the Treaty of 1783. 

These main divisions must be sub-divided so as to allow of the annual accumula- 
lations being systematically added to the shelves. I refrain for the present from 
making any special suggestions as to the best mode to be adopted in dealing with this 
-subject. Joefore, however, any determination is arrived at with respect to larger 
jicoonmiodation, the important question of an*angement would require to be most 
carefully considered. 

From the nature of the relations between the Federal and Provincial Govern- 
meats, the latter have retained the documents relating to the histories of the 
respective Provinces previous to Confederation, and also, of course, those since that 
date. The papers to which investigators have occasion to refer are thus scattered in 
the Provincial Capitals. When an investigation is of a general nature, that is, one 
relating to all British North America, the great loss of time is of consequence and 
the cost of consulting the various documents is largely increased, as compared with 
what it would be were a complete collection made as pi*opo6ed in the petition of the 
authors and historians, by whom the subject was so earnestly pressed m 1870 on the 
Parliament of Canada. If lists of the records of the difierent rrovinces in the posses- 
eion of their respective Governments were procurable, they would be of the greatest 
use in proceeding with the work of this branch, and would assist very materially in 
furnishing information to historical investigators who not unfrequently make in- 
quiries as to the existence and places of deposit of papers which they desire to con- 
salt. The question of preparioK such lists is one for the consideration of the Pro- 
vincial Grovemments, but I may be pardoned for referring to it in this Bepoii;. 

The policy of having one general collection of historical documents at the seat 
of the Federal Government, and one special to each Province in each Provincial 
Capital, is of importance from various points of view. In respect to investigations 
of a general nature, all the documents snould be together, classified and accessible, so 
that, at the least possible expense, those who desire to study the papers relating to 
the history of British North America should be able to do so, without being com- 
pelled to make long and tedious journeys in search of the information wanted. On 
the other hand, the records of each Province being in the poesession of the Provincial 
Government are available for the use of those who only seek to make a special 
inveatigation.

Bot there is another and even more important end to be served. The possession 
of records in duplicate is a guarantee, to a large extent, of their preservation from 
destruction by nre. Experience, and not the least that of Canadia, shows the risk 
from this cause, by which documents have been lost that can never be replaced, and 
it seems almost impossible to collect again even the printed records of the past his- 
tory of the Provinces which hove thus been destroyed. By the burning of the House 
of Assembly at Montreal, in 1849, the whole collection of printed and manuscript 
records coLtained in the library and departments in the building were swept away* 
It was only by the greatest exertions and by appeals to the liberality of those who 
possessed collections of the printed papers that single copies of many of them could 
be secured for the Parliamentary Library. The destruction of the public buildings 
at Fredericton, New Brunswick, of the Custom House and of the Court House at 
Quebec,. are other instances of the danger to which attention is called. In respect to 
prinicd documents the loss is very serious, but it need scarcely be pointed out that it 
IS much more so when orierinal manuscripts are destroyed* of which no copy exists. 
A case to which my attention has recently been called, in connection with the burn- 
ing of the Custom Kouee at Quebec, will serve to show that safety is not always 
secured even when there are duplicates. 

On the '^2nd of June last, Mr. J. W. Dunscomb, Collector of Customs at Quebec, 
wrote me about certain papers, of which he thought it desirable that copies should be 
obtained. I take the liberty of transcribing that portion of the correspondence 
which refers to them, as it gives a history of the fate of the papers in question. Mr. 
Dunscomb says : 

''The statii^ics of the Trade of Canada, and the history of this Custom House 
from the Conquest in 1769 until 1791, when the Province of Quebec was divided into 
Upper and Lower Canada, down to the passage of the Union of Upper and Lower 
Canada in 1841, cover a very interesting epoch in the annals of the early trade of 
the country. 

'< I took charge of this port in 1851, and found the old books and papers in dis- 
order and confusion. The Custom House had been moved from one building to 
another, and I found the building occupied in 1851 over crowded, small and incon- 
venient, so that accumulated papers could hardly be kept in order. 

" The new Custom House building was commenced in 1856, and was handed 
over to me for occupation in I860. Having plenty of room with an admirably 
designed building, I took the old records in hand, and, with the assistance of intelli- 
gent and zealous co-operators, I got a mass of MSS into some shape : the personnel 
of the establishment, imports, exports and shipping. 

**The old orders and letters of the Honourable Board of Customs (B. O.) were 
curious, as showing: the opinion entertained of the Colonial commercial world in 
those days, a fair reflection of the estimation held by Spain at the present day of the 
same class. The personnel ^imished representatives or decayed families from Eng- 
land, Ireland and Scotland, the army and navy, canvassers for Parliamentary 
elections and men from the race course. 

" In September, 1864, the building was burned and I lost many documents and 
papers; and the old records, with the work I had done on them, were destroyed. 

" Now in those days it was the rule to send every document to the Board of 
Customs in London, and I have no doubt they have been all carefully kept in the 
Museum at the Custom House, London. The change in both the volume and the 
staple articles of the trade is foreshadowed by the extract which I transmit here- 
with, made from the books of 1791, found after the fire." 

I made inquiries through Mr. Kingston, an officer of the Public Becord office, 
thinking it possible that the papers might be found there. Mr. Kingston, writing 
me on the 19th July, informed me that '^ The Trade Betums belonging to the Boaid 
of Customs from 1759 not being deposited in this office I communicated your letter to 
the secretary of H.M. Customs, asking him if he could give me any information on the 






•object." The answer inclosed, after acknowledging receipt of the letter of inquiry, 
says: — 

'' I am to state in reply that all documents deposited in London Custom House 
before the year 1814 were destroyed by a fire which occurred in 1815, and that the 
earliest documents referring to the Canadian Trade and Customs, now deposited in 
the Custom House are those for the year 1828." 

The returns for 1791, sent by Mr. Dunscomb, show very strikingly the enormous 
increase in the size of the ships since that date. I have made an abstract of the 
tonnage of the ships given in the returns, which shows that there were:

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The returns not being of great length they are given in full in a note which 
will be found at the end of this Eeport. (/Sfee Note B). 

In the Haldxmand collection there is a volume containing the statistics of the 
Trade of Quebec, from 1768 to 1783, and these also are printed. I have slightly 
changed the form of the accounts for the purpose of saving room, but with this 
exception the tables are an exact transcript of those in the original. (See Note C). 

There are some discrepancies between the totals and the items, but these I have 
not rectified, as the errors may be in the details rather than in the addition. 

A list of the appointments to the Customs at Quebec and Montreal from the 
Cofision of Canada is also given. (See Note D). 

I have thought it desirable to have these returns printed as, in the first place, 
they are of great interest to the commercial community, and in the second^ 
because their publication may lead to an investigation by some of the ola 
firms into documents that may be in thoir possession with regard to the trade ot 
the various ports. Documents relating for instance, to the early trade of Montreal. 
Halifax, N. S. ; St. John, N. B.; Charlottetown, P. E. I.; St. Johns, Newfoundland ; 
those connected with the lake trade, and others of a similar nature, would not only 
be of interest but of great value. If gentlemen who are or who have been connected 
with the trade and commerce of the country would forward documents of the nature 
I have indicated, a collection might be formed that would be of inestimable value as 
the foundation for a thoroughly good history of the commercial progress of the 
British North American Provinces and the Dominion. Such information, even if it 
yet exists, is so scattered and practically inaccessible, as to be of comparatively little 
value. The various Chambers of Commerce and Boards of Trade, Harbour Commis- 
sioners and similar bodies, might render great assistance in promoting this object. 

There is another cause of loss of papers to which I beg leave to refer, namely, 
the frequent destruction of printed records of parliamentary and departmental 
proceedings ; reports of committees and other documents. These, which at present are 
of comparatively little value, become in the course of time of great service to those 
4ealing with public events. Unfortunately, from a desire to obviate a temporary 



incoDvenience, large collectioDS of these papers have been scattered, maDy being solci^ 
for waste paper, without its being considered necesssry to keep even a small reserve . 
It woald appear to be desirable in ftitore that no such documents shall be thus 
disposed of, except after the most careful consideration and care taken to secure at 
least a minimum reserve for preservation. The value of these apparently useless 
documents is often discovered only after the want of the evidence contained in thent 
is felt and their loss has become irretrievable. 

The changes that have taken place in the mode of wnting history have rendered 
the collection of papers on social progress of much more consequence in the eyes of 
historians than was formerly the case. The importance of collecting the 
political records of the country has by no means diminished, but more 
attention is now paid to what is taking place in the social life of the 
various classes of the community to account for the progress or decay or 
the community as a whole. Political history is now traced to the source from 
which it springs, and, therefore, whilst the preservation of records of the move- 
ments and actions of Governments and Legislatures is of as much importance as 
ever, other records of apparently a more obscure and less important nature cannot 
be neglected. The settlement of the country, the cause of the rapid growth in cer- 
tain localities, of the inertness and what must appear as stagnation in others, should 
be watched and the recoi*ds preserved. The histories of the counties from their first 
establishment, after the population had so increased as to justify the creation of tern- 
torial divisions, and the growth and progress of municipal institutions, come 
properly within the scope of the Ai^chivist Acting on this view, Dr. Thorburn, 
formerly Principal of the Collegiate Institute of Ottawa, and now Librarian of the 
Geological Survey, offered a prize for the best account of the history of the county 
of Frontenac, one of the conditions being that the prize essity should be deposited 
among the Archives. The prize having been awarded to Miss A. M. Harman of 
Ottawa, her essay has accordingly been transmitted. 

The respective functions of the Library of Parliament and the Archives Office, 
are so liable to be misunderstood, that I may be pardoned for referring briefly to the 
subject. There are certain points at which both touch, in respect to the works 
which should be found in each, such, for instance, as those relating to the British 
North American Provinces. Still their different functions are clearly separate and 
distinct. 

The Library, as its name implies, is primarily intended for the use of the 
members of Parliament (Senate and House of Commons), and during each annual 
session it is reserved exclusively for their benefit. The works contained in it being 
for their information with regard to questions to be brought before Parliament, it is 
essential that the greater part of them, at least, shall be available for private study 
of such questions, and they must, to be of service, be removed from the Library for 
that purpose. As a matter of fact, books belonginp^ to the Library are in the 
popschsion of members in all parts of the Dominion. There is thus, inevitably, the 
risk of losing works of great value, and the certainty of their deterioration, however 
careful the members may be. During the annual sessions of Pailiament, there is the 
neceseaiy exclusion from the Libraiy of those who are engaged in researches. Even 
if, through th6 relaxation of this rule, they are allowed to continue their studies, 
thebc can only be pursued under the most disadvantageous circumstances, arising from 
cauFCB with which all tire familiar, and such an investigator, coming with the special 
object of consulting works to be found only in the Library, is unable to obtain them 
from iheir being in the hands of members who have immediate need of them. 

The Archives Office, on the other hand, is charged with the collection, preserva- 
tion and arrangement of the historical recoixis of the countiy, to be kept in one 
central place of deposit from which they cannot be removed, ho that they may be 
immediately accessible at all times to those who may desire to consult them. The 
special object of the office is to obtain from all sources, private as well as public, such 
documents as may throw light on social, commercial and municipal, as well as pm*ely 
jpolitical history. When its aims and objects are clearly understood, it wUl 



undoubtedly become the depository of family papers of this nature, which it is most 
improbable would ever be sent to the Library. In the absence, therefore, of such a 
depository as that of the Archives, most valuable materials for history would be 
entirely lost. Oq this point I may be permitted to repeat what I stated in last year's 
report. 

'' There must be, in the hands of those who have occupied positions of a public 
nature, either as responsible advisers of the Crown, or as representative men in 
various capacities, correspondence which would be of immense service in a historical 
point of view, but which there is every probability will be destroyed, or lost in the 
oourae of time. Here, where the children of the men of to-day are, politically speak- 
ing, the nobodies of to-morrow, or else who have moved away to other localities than 
thoee in which their fathers were known, it is impossible to preserve such papers, as 
has been done with old family records in Great Britain. There the researches of the 
commission on historical documents have unearthed papeis, letters, charters, &c., 
dating back to the sixth and seventh centuries, which throw a flood of light on th<y 
early history of the country. Here, it is well known, valuable collecliona have been 
destroyed by the care of the tidy house-keeper getting rid of them as rubbish. I 
venture to suggest that, could they be obtained from leading men, or their represent- 
atives, such collections, the contents of which it might be at the present moment 
improper to make public, might be packed up in air-tight boxes, marked with the 
names of the depositors, and sealed up for a certain length of time, to remain in safe 
keeping in the vaults appropriated for the custody of the Archives. By this means 
they would be kept in safety, and available at the time when, without breach of pro- 
priety, their contents could be used by the historian.'' 

It is not necessary, I conceive, to enter more fully into this subject, further than 
to remark that, in so ^r as regards the history of British North America, every 
document relating to it should be found in the Archives Office, even such as at first 
sight may appear to have with it only a remote connection, following in this the 
example of the British Museum. The field ox>vered by that institution is much wider, 
but the system pursued in it may be studied with advantage. 

The Archives Office must, of necessity, be of the nature of a Library, but one 
purely of reference on one special subject, and, therefore, all the works relating to 
that subject should be there. But, beyond that, it must also do the work to a 
certain extent of the Public Eecord Office, especially that part of it which the 
organization of the Historical Manuscripts Commission in the United Kin^om was 
designed to promote. The assistance of local historical societies, in this latter object, 
might be most valuable, and the attention of the members may very properly be 
directed to the importance of the work to be accomplished by the establishment of a 
central place ot deposit for papers of the character I have had the honour to indicate. 

Without a list of the documents relating to the colonies to be found among the 
State Papers, of at least the United Kingdom and of France, such as I was entrusted 
to make of the mar uscripts in the British Museum, it is manifestly impossible to 
conduct the work either in a systematic or satisfactory manner. Copies of parts of 
collections of State Papers have been obtained by different Provincial Governments 
and Societies. Excepting those at Halifax and the three series oi papers containing the 
correspondence of the French Government and documents relating to Canada and 
other French Colonies, fi*om 1504 to 1778. deposited partly with the Literary and 
Historical Society of Quebec, and portly in the Library of Parliament, to which I 
beg to direct attention, ihey are not in any respect complete. L.sts of them, therefore, 
even if they could be obtained, would be of comparatively little use. 1 beg respect- 
fully to express the opinion, that the only safe way of proceeding, is to obtain copies 
of papers from the originals. Everyone, who is conversant with the subject, 
knows the ever increasing liability to error, in copying from copies, the errors to be 
found in these being transferred to new copies with, very probably, other errors 
added. This is on the supposition, besides, that copies are accessible on this side 
of the Atlantic. It may oe remarked that such as have been obtained, were got for 
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special purposes, and, in the case inmost of them, if copies were taketi, the work of 
collecting the Archives would be as far as ever from being carried on systematically ; 
there would be introduced an element of confusion into future investigations, and 
the expense would, to a large extent, be thrown away. What was said last year 
on this subject, I take the liberty of repeating : — 

"The papers relating to the Colonies are not the only sources fVom which 
to draw in the Public Record Office. There are many in tbe Domestic series, 
amongst the Treasury documents and in those relating to Foreign Affairs. These 
would all require to be examined carefully; the search necessarily would occupy a 
considerable time and most conscientious labour, which, it is almost unnecessary to 
say, would bo facilitated in every possible way by the officers of the State Depart- 
ments and of the Record Office. Without a thorough report as to the documents, it 
will be difficult, if not impossible, to arrive at a proper determination on the subject." 

I would, therefore, suggest that a complete investigation be made in the Public 
Record Office and the State Departments, in London, to be accompaoied or followed 
by a similar investigation in Paris, and that, concurrently with the searches, com- 
petent persons should be employed to make copies of such documents as it shall be 
deemod advisable to obtain for deposit amongst the Archives of Canada.

Suggests the plan of exporting the cronto New Orleans as a 
means of starving out the Spanish Battalion. The Spanish crews have 
settled in the houses of the British settlers. Complaints sent to New 
Orleans.

Does not see any 
essential point would be ^ined bj reducing Fort Pitt, owing to its 
distance, but if there is a Targe magazine of stores there, it would be 
a useful service to destroy it, as well as the crops and habitations of 
the advanced settlers on the frontiers, as they will increase the diffi- 
culties of the rebels, if they attempt operations on the lakes ; and by 
driving back the settlers, the increased consumption of goods would 
harrass their brethren and be better than inviting them to the posts, 
where they must be maintained at great expense, unless they were 
ready to take up arms. The plan of granting lands to such people would 
offer an expedient to the rebels to introduce their friends, who would 
act as spies. The grants, besides, must be made in a regular manner, 
and there is no time for such concerns. Has written on the subject 
of Lamothe. The heavy expense for maintaining so many in Detroit 
during the present troubles must be lessened where its necessity is not 
clear. Will attend to the wishes of the Indians for a Jesuit mission- 
ary (see letter 26th April). It would be good policy to give the 
Huron and Sandusky Indians the lands they take from the rebels, if 
the conquests are made without expense to U is Majesty and do not 
interfere with the rights of other nations of Indians. The arms of 
the militia reported bad must be repaired as well as possible, as there 
are none till a supply is received from England. Eveiy economy 
must be used in the distribution of gunpowder, but it is not his inten* 
tion to limit him (Hamilton) as he can best judge of the wants of so 
distant a department. Ships on the lakes placed under Col. Bolton's 
control and requisitions to be made to him. With respect to Indian 
inroads, he is to support Butler's movements with the Five J^ations.

Montreal made a Port of Entry for general pui^posos, 1831. 
(During this yeai* there were two steamboats employed in 
towing vessels from Quebec to Montreal. 'The boats, it was 
represented, had enough power to bring up four vessels at a 
time, besides barges fully laden.) 

In the Port of Montreal 80 vessels of 19,085 tons arrived from 
sea in 1831 • 

117 vessels of 27,764 tons in 1832 

Henry Jessupp, Sui'veyor, was made Collector of Montreal, and 
William Hall, Waiter and Searcher, was made controller, 
1832 

L, H. Ferrier, Collector of Quebec, died in February 1833., 

Henry Jessupp, Collector of Montreal, was promoted to be Col- 
lector of Quebec, and William Hall, Waiter and Searcher, 

was promoted to be Collector of Montreal, June, 1833 

(The office of Controller was this year abolished in the Cus- 
toms. All the foregoing appointments were made by the 
Lords of the Treasury and the Board of Commissioners 
of Customs, London.) 

John William Dunscomb, the Commissioner of Customs, Canada, 
was appointed Collector of Her Majesty's Customs, Quebec,. 
vice Henry Jessupp retired on fullpension by the Imperial 
Grovernment, ana the Hon. S. BL. Massue was appointed 

, Surveyor, mce Charles G-rey Stewart, 1861 

(These were the first appointments made at Quebec by the 
(government of Canada, though the Customs establishments 
were being gradually handed over from the Board of Cus- 
toms, London, to the Government of Canada from the year 
1849.)

To the Hod. J. H. Pope, 

Minister of Agrioaltare. 

Sir, — I have the honour to present the Annual Report resp3cting the Historical 
Archives under my charge, and the result of investigations made this year among' 
the state papers in Great Britain and France, to ascertain the character, value and 
extent of the documents relating to Canada to be found there. 

Before, however, entering on the report of the work of the year, it may be per- 
mitted to recall, very briefly, the history of the origin of the Archives Branch of the 
Department, In March, 1871, a very numerously signed petition from authors and 
literary inquirers in Canada, was presented to Parliament, calling attention to the 
disadvantageous position in which they were placed, and expressing their conviction 
that the best interests of society in this country would be consulted by establishing a 
Eystem wilh respect to Historical Archives, analogous to those in Great Britain, France 
tD(fthe United States. The petition was referred by Parliament to the Joint Library 
Committee, who, after careful consideration, recommended that it should be trans- 
mitted for action to the Minister of Agriculture, as the proper authority by whom the 
work should be undertaken ; a recommendation which was adopted by Parliament, 
and in accordance with which the Secretary of the Library Committee transmitted 
to the Minister of Agriculture, for consideration and action, the petition which had 
been addressed to the House of Commons. On the 2nd of August, following, the 
Minister of Agriculture, was authorized by Order in Council, to make preliminary 
investigations on the subject, and to have a sum placed on the estimates next session, 
for the prosecution of the work, and on the 8th September, the copy of the petition 
addressed to His Excellency the Governor Geueral, transmitted to the Secretary of 
State's Department was, in accordance with the resolution of Parliament, and the 
Order in Council, transferred by the Secretary of State to the Minister of Agriculture, 
as the custodian of all documents relating to. Historical Archive?. The failure to 
distinguish between these and Departmental Records, having apparently led to con- 
fiifiion, it may not be improper to repeat, that the Departmental Records are, by law, 
in charge of the Minister of each Department ; that, on receipt or transmission, each 
document is summarized, indexed and registered. When no longer required for 
current reference, the documents are transferred to the Departmental Record Room, 
in charge of a departmental keeper, no additional indexing being required, the office 
mdexes being sufficient for all purposes, and the documents being easily obtainable 

by reference to the register. On the other hand, the duty of eoUeoting, arranging 
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and preserving the Historical Seoords, or Archives, was, by a special resolation of 
Parliament, OD the report of a Joint Committee of both Houses, entrusted to the 
Minister of Agricnltore, as Minister of Arts and ScatistioSi in whose custody all docu- 
ments of this nature ought to be found. 

In 1872, Parliament voted to the Minister of Agriculture the sum asked for, and iu 
that year I had the honour of being selected by yon to organize the newly created 
office. The work had to be begun ab ovo, not a single document of any description 
being in the room set apart for the custody of the Archives. Much that was neoes* 
sarily of a preliminary nature, had to be done. The first important contributiou to the 
collection was made by the War Office, which, after some negotiations, conducted by 
me when in London, in 1873, consented to transfer the Canadian military correspon- 
dence, going back nearly 100 years, which was packed up in Hali£Ekz ready for trans- 
mission to London. These papers number upwards of 200,000 documents of various 
sizes, shapes and contents, and no provision having been made for clerical assistanoe, 
I was obliged, unassisted, to classify, arrange and prepare thom for binding. They 
are now on the shelves, bound in 1,037 volumes, besides a collection of mixed Civil 
and Military documents obtained elsewhere, about the same time, which had also to 
be arranfl^ed and classified, and which are now on the shelves, to the number of 197 
volumes. The Haldimand collection, copies of which have been obtained in the 
British Museum, I have calendared, so far as received, to the date of my leaving for 
Burope, in May last, and since obtaining clerical assistance, I have had upwards of 
2,600 pages ot the calendars so prepared, copied for the printer, in case it should be de- 
termined to have them published, which I beg to suggest, or to be bound for reference 
in MS., should that suggestion not be adopted. In the Beport for 1882, will be found 
a specimen of the manner in which the work of calendaring has been done. These 
various operations were, of course, in addition to investigating, corresponding and 
attending to other duties, and are mentioned simply as an evidence of the careful 
economy observed in the expenditure of the grant made by Parliament, an economy 
which continues tobe strictly adhered to. The progress of the work will be best se^ 
by referring to the Reports which I have had the honour to present, trom time to 
time. I venture again most respectfully, to call attention to the inadequacy of the 
Archives rooms, in point of space and accommodation. Additional shelving has been 
added, which will relieve the pressure for a time, but only at the expense of enoroa«h- 
£ng on space, already too limited. 

According to the instructions I received before leaving Ottawa, to enter on the 
work of investigation, I at once, on my arrival in London, placed myself la commu- 
nication with the Colonial Office, which had received a despatch from "Sis Bzcellenoy 
the Governor (General, accrediting me to the Earl of Derby, the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies ; every ffu^ility was aflbrded me by the Colonial Office, by placing mo 
in communication with the Master of the Bolls and the different Departments of 
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State to which applioations for access to papers were oeoessary. In this respect, I 
was greatly indebted to Mr. Meade, of the Colonial Office, for his unvarying courtesy, 
aD my applications being attended to and forwarded by that gentleman with the 
greatest promptitude, so that I met with no delay in entering on my duties. A

detailed statement of the work done in the different offices will be found in a subso- 
^uent part of this Report 

In 'carrying out your instructions, I considered that the best method of doing so 
was to concentrate my efforts, as much as possible, and to take such copious notes aa 
would enable me to place on record so clearly what was done, that no necessity would 
arise for a fresh examination of the papers on which 1 1 ave now the honour to report. 
But in doing this, very considerable time was necessarily spent in comparing the 
sets of papers deposited in the different Departments of State, those, for instanoe, in 
the Ck)lonial, the Foreign, and the War Offices, the Lords Commissioners for Trade 
and Plantations, now known as the Board of Trade, and the collections of State 
papers in the British Museum, on which I formerly reported. The object of this 
comparison was two-fold : to avoid needless expense in re-copying duplicates, and to 
prevent the consequent accumulation of copies of the same papers, that might be 
found in two, three, or even four series. To guard still further against this useless 
multiplication, I left very carefully written instructions for the guidance of the copy- 
ists and the reviser, by which, and by the indications given in this Report, I trust 
that the chance of duplicating copies will be reduced to a minimum. 

The State papers deposited in the Public Eecord Office can be examined only in 
accordance with rules laid down by the Department to which they belong. With the 
strongest possible d^ire to interpose no obstacles in the prosecution of my searches^ 
the Deputy Keeper of Becords and his assistants could only act as these rules directed. 
The obstacles their strict observance present to a thorough search may easily be 
seen, when it is understood that, by the regulations, no papers belonging to the For- 
eign Office can be examined of a date subsequent to 1760, or by special permission, up 
to 1802; of the Colonial Office, to the same date (1760), the Board of Trade papers 
being included in the latter ; of the Treasury, to 1759, &c. In the case of a search 
being required for any special named subject, permission has sometimes been granted 
for access to papers subsequent to these dates, but as the investigations I was directed 
to make were of the^most general nature, it was necessary to obtain general permis- 
mission to examine all papers, down to the most recent date, for which leave could be 
Aecured. In the case of the Colonial Office papers, this leave was most willingly 
grmnted by the Earl of Derby, and His Lordship also placed himself in communica- 
tion with the other Departments of State, to obtain for me the same privil^e in re> 
gard to their papers. The Foreign Office, on the 27th August, informed the Colonial 
Office, in answer to my application, that I would be allowed to examine the papers 

down to 1815, There being, however, many documents subsequent to that date^ 
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which it was most important should be accessible at Ottawa, I thought it desirable 
to make a farther application, and, therefore, prepared the following memorandmn. 
It will be seen by its contents how seriously these restrictions, if enforced, reduce 
the value of the papers as a State collection, for deposit amongst the Archives of 
Canada. One volume (98) of the series, '' America and West Indies,'' containing 
Amherst's correspondence, from January to November, 1763, has been entirely with- 
held from examination, «

'* All papers are subject to revision and probably to mutilation, after copies have 
been taken. 

*' The Foreign Office does not allow searches to be made among documents dated 
after 1815. 

** The whole of the Treaty and Boundary papera are, under this rule, inaccessible 
subsequent to that date. 

" The restrictions are not merely formal, but are acted upon by the officers of 
the Secord Office, in obedience to the orders to that effect, received from the Depart- 
ment of State. 

" Such precautions may be considered necessary in the case of private individuals 
or even of foreign Gk)vemments. Where, however, the records of the Dominion and 
Provinces are concerned, the existence of these rules is, I respectfully submit, open 
to serious objection. Conies of the papers are not desired for publication, but to be 
deposited amongst the Archives, as records of the history of the country, which 
should be ^11, complete and authentic, containing every fact and all the details ol 
events, so far as these have been placed on record in reports, correspondence and 
other documents."

The permisBiOQ thus obtained being permanent, or only to be revoked by any 
abase of the privilege, not likely to occur, one great difficulty has been removed 
oat of the way of an examination of the State papers in the JRecord Office* 
There are still, as will be seen, some restrictions in force, which may, as I have 
already said, be necessary in the case of private individuals, but which, as they can 
scarcely apply to obtaining copies by the Government of Canada of papers relating 
to the history of the Dominion, will undoubtedly be removed on further application 
to that effect being made. 

By a similar application, permission was given to inspect the records and papers 
in the Privy Council, bat I was uoable to do more than visit the office and make a 
preliminary investigation, owing to the late date at which the privilege was granted. 
The permission is, as in the other cases, not confined to the immediate time, bat 
extends to investigations that may require to be made hereafter. 

The same remark applies to the leave granted, in answer to my application 
throagh the Colonial Office, by the Board of Management of the Boyal Institution, 
which contains a series of papers known as the Carleton or Dorchester Collection* 
As the rooms were to be closed for a time, I spent some hours there, to satisfy myself 
$B to the general character of the papers. Those I examined related chiefly to the 
transactions in which Carleton was engaged whilst in command in New York, Ac, 
duricg the Revolutionary War. They will, I believe, repay careful examination on a 
fotore occasion, but I did not feel justified in entering upon a task that would inter* 
fere with the work of, for the time, more immediate concern. Besides, I believe that 
Aeir contents will require to be compared carefully with those of State papers of the 
same period deposited in the Record Office. Mr. Yincent, the Secretary of the BojbI 
Listitution, kindly offered to make arrangements for a thorough examination, whenp> 
ever it should be determined upon. 

Having made such an examination and selection in the Public Recoitl Office aa 
enabled me to furnish a sufficient amount of work for the copyists, about the end 
of June I left for Paris, according to instructions, to make arrangements with Mr. 
Joseph Marmette, the Assistant Archivist, for the prosecution of the work in the 
Prench Departments of State. On my arrival, I found that His Bxcdllency, Lord 
Lyons, the British Ambassador, to whom I was accredited by Lord Granville, was, 
unfortunately, absent, from ill health. Mr. Plunkett, the Secretary of the Embassy 
(fiince appointed Ambassador to Japan), was, however, most obliging. His assistance 
was not merely official or perfunctory. On the contrary, he appeared to take a per- 
sonal interest in the success of the work. In the Departments of State, there was 
an entire absence of friction in the intercourse with the French officials. I may be 
permitted to refer to, and to acknowledge the attentions of the Heads of the Foreign 
and Colonial Departments — ^M. de Rialle and M, Aval — which secured for Mr. BCar^ 



mette and myself all needed facilities. The details of the work done in the Depart- 
ments will be found in the statement hy Mr. Marmette, which forms part of this reporil 

Daring the time I was in Paris, I entered upon two special subjects for investigtU 
tion-— onean examination into tbe method adopted there of preparing catalogues, so 
as to be most readily avilable for reference ; the other, the examination and selection 
o^such works as related directly to the history of Canada. In the selection of his- 
torical works, I spared no pains, afler a careful examination of several thousand titled 
and descriptions, to ascertain by a minute and careful scrutiny of the works selected 
for B|)ecial examination, tbatthey were complete editions, whether original or reprints, 
80 that no imperfect copies might find their way to the shelves. Many of the works', 
it is almost unnecessary to say, required only careful collation, their value being well 
known, but others required a critical examination of their contents, so as to ascertain 
ili0ir value, or otherwise. 

An opportunity presented itself, of which I took advantage, to make a collection 
of mAps, illustrating the history of Nonvelie France and of British North America. A 
Hiw are reprints, but nearly all are originals. In making the selection,I was guided hy 
ihe desire to secure useful and not merely irare or curious maps,and I took the greatest 
(Dare to satisfy myself as to the real date of the original issue, so that they might be 
arranged chronologically. Several, as may be inferred from this statement, are 
undated, but I think it will be found that the period of their publication, or in the case 
ci^ reprints, their original publication, is almost positively fixed by director collateral 
evidence. The maps and a suitable collection of charts, I have had bound, in stich a 
ibanner as to make them easy of access and at thelsame time to preserve them froii 
injury. 

In maps at pages 32, 35 and 37, of volume F, the boundaries of the Hadson's Bay 
Cdmpany's territories are laid down, professedly according to the Treaty of Utrecht 
in 32, the line stated to be '^ the southern boundary of the Hudson's Bay, settled by 
Commissaries after the Peace of Utrecht,'* is coincident with 49^ north latitude, leav- 
ing a portion of the Lake of the Woods tp the south of the line which, running due 
cast, takes in Lake and Fort Abitibi. The other maps (35, 37) represent the bounds 
by an irregular line to the north of 49^, presumedly following the . supposed height ot 
land, leaving Lake of the Woods altogether to the south, in a territory 
between what is represented on the map as the northern boundaries of New England 
and the southern boundaries of the Hudson's Bay Territories, the one extending to 4S^ 
aad the other to about 49^. Map 35, professes to give the boundaries of all the 
grants in America^ No. 37 gives only the New Bogland and the Hudson's Bay limits. 
What authority the oompUers of these maps had for fixing the limits, it is not easy to 
ascertain. Any special investigation into the question of boundaries was beyond the 
aoo^e of my instructions, although the subject came incidentally under my notice. 



Thus, among the Colonial entry books, is a volnme nnmbered 26, with the title 
** Transactions Betweene England and France, relateing to the Hudsons Bay, US^.^ 
JLifioDg the Foreign Office Iftecords, under the title of '< France, Miscellaneons Oorrdsk 
^Mence, 168t," is a duplicate of the dame (So. 309) and among the Treaties in thl» 
Foreign Office collection, is a Treaty of Neutrality, iTb. 101 (F.0. 46) in Latin, sigto^ 
kit Whitehall, on the 6th-16th November, and ratified at Versailles on the 29th No vem* 
Vtr, 168G. 

The Treaty and the Transactions relate to the same dispute, the Transactiona 
being an account of the proceedings before the Commissioners, appointed by virtue 
dr the Treaty, to agree upon the points to be definitely settled. The two copies, 
Colonial 25 and Foreign 309, are exactly alike, line for line and page for page, 
'although the entries in the catalogues would lead to the supposition that they are 
two different documents, and that the Treaty has no reference to either. The follow- 
ing is a synopsis of the Transactions :— 

Appointment of Commissioners and meeting, 18th May, 1687. 

Petition by the Hudson Bay Company and the answer by the French, presented 
on that day. The first, with a memorial, is signed by Churchill, the Oovemor ; thd 
memorial is signed by E. Dering, the Deputy €h>vemor and Sevan of the Directors*

All claims and counter claims, with the proofs, are adduced on boQi sides. 

An instrument was agreed upon for a cessation of hostilitiee, and for the ddtei^ 
junatidn of the respective limits in America, which is given in Latin and Bnglish^ 
w^d signed on the Ist-Uih December, 1687, the instructions to the GK)vernors being 
appended. 

In Charlevoix ^' Histoire G^nerale de la Nouvelle France,'* (Paris, 1744), at page 
607, voL 1., is an extract firom a letter from the King of France to the Governor Cleh- 
end of Canada, desiring him to issue letters to the various Governors, to carry out this 
Treaty of 1686, literally (que vous temez Sxactemeni la main d son exicution^ sans vous eh 
iipartirpcur quelque raison que ce soit)^ and to treat as pirates all private adventurerisi, 
\<irmateurs purticuUers'), who had no legitimate commission, or whose commissions 
irere issued by any Prince, &c., with whom France was at war. 

A copy of the Treaty, ih French, will be found at page 81, of the *< Meikioireii des 
OommisBaires du Boi, et de ceux de sa Majesty firitannique sur les possessions et lea 
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droits respectifs des deux couronDOS en Amerlqae/' (Paris, 1755). The Treaty is 
there stated to have been concladed at London, on the 16th November, 1686, bat no 
mention is made of the ratification at Yersailles. The names attached are those of 
3arillon d' Amoncoart, Jeffreys, C. Bochester, Sanderland, P. Middleton and Grodolphim 
In Charlevoix, the extract from the King's letter gives the date of the Ti*eaty as the 
13th of September, 1686, bat it is not probable that Barillon woold have negotiated two 
Treaties, so near in point of time to each other, with the same object in view. The 
date of the Treaty, in the Foreign Office, agrees with that given in the SCemoirs jaift 
qaoted. 

In the same work, and at page 89, is a '* Traite provisionnel concernant TAm^ 
riqae entre le Boi de France et le Boi d'Angleterre," signed at Whitehall the l-U 
Dec, 168T, by Barillon d'Amoncoart, Dasson de Bonrepaas, Comes de Sanderland, 
Comes de Middleton, and G-odolphin. It is in French and Latin, and is the instni- 
ment agreed apon after the deliberations of .the Commissioners acting ander the 
Treaty of 1686. 

These Treaties, with extracts of sach parts as specially relate to New York, are 
referred to in the Colonial History of New York, voL 3., pp. 504 to 510, and will 
be foand sammarized in Mr. Charles Lindsey's '^ Investigation of the Unsettled 
Boundaries of Ontario " (Toronto, 1873). 

I can find no account of any settlement having been ariived at, in accordance 
with this Treaty. The Transactions contain, however, evidence of the claims set ap 
by the French and by the Hudson's Bay Company, respectively, to the territories 
in question, according to their views at that period, and will be found published in 
fall, with all the pecaliarities of spelling, &c., in note G. 

It is not probable that any additional light can be thrown on the results of the 
Treaty of Utrecht, so far as the determination oi boundaries Ls concerned, than what 
is already known. The maps in the Public Becord Office in London are few in num- 
ber and unimportant in character, and throw no distinct light upon the subject, so 
far as I could sec. There seem to have been two attempts made to come to a settle- 
ment under the Treaty of Utrecht, one which broke off about 1719, the other began 
in 1750, chiefiy, it would appear, for the purpose of settling the boundaries of Acadia, 
closed, so far as documents show, about 1756, without any definite result being 
reached. Of the four volumes, with the proceedings of the French and British Com* 
missioners, referring to the last attempt, the first contains the papers respecting 
Acadia and the Island of St. Lucia, with a map showing the proposed limits of 
Acadia. The second volume contains public Acts and Treaties concerning America 
in general ; the third, the papers in support of the claims to St. Lucia, and the fourth 
the last memoir 68 respecting Acadia, and a viemoire of the French Commissioners, con- 
cerning the Island of Tobago, with a map showing the British claims up to, bat not 
beyond, 48^ north latitude. 
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It will be noticed in the details of the work done, that nearly all the Bhipping 
retarns transmitted from Qaebec are missing, the letter of advice being ulone in- 
serted, bat the retarns either lost or placed elsewhere. A barren abstract of the 
veflsels entered is occasionally at the foot of the letter of advice. It is possible that 
the missing retarns may be found by farther search amongst the papers of the Board 
of Trade, bat this is by no means certain. The statistics contained in them would be 
of great service to the commercial historian, and the importance of these returns is 
iDoreased by the fact, shown in the Archives Beport for 1882, that all the reports 
relating to Canadian Trade and Customs n6w in the hands of the Custom House au- 
thorities in London, go no further back than 1823. In the Quebec series of the Colonial 
Office papers^ Vol. 56-2, is a paper signed BLT.C, that is Cramah^, dated lOth June, 
1765, with an abstract of duties and disbursements in Qnebec,from the Conquest, 1159, 
to October, 1164, with a proposed scale of Provincial duties, but the only complete 
statement, so far discovered, is that fh)m 1768 to 1783, given in last year's Eeport. 

In the same volume (56-2) are papers by the Baron Masdres, who was Attorneyr 
€}eneral of the Provinoe of Quebec. , Several documents relating to Quebec were 
published by Masdres in 1111, in a volume entitled: "A Collection of several Com- 
missions and other Public Instruments proceeding from His. Majesty's Boyal 
Authority, and other papers relating to the State of the Province of Quebec, since 
the Conquest, in 1760." These reports and commissions do not appear among the 
Colonial Office papers, with the exception of " A Plan of a Convenient Method of 
Administering Justice in the Province of Quebec, submitted to Lord Hillsborough, 
in April, 1110." Of the other two papers in volume 56, one, ** Considerations on the 
Expediency of procuring an Act of Parliament for the settlement of the Province of 
Qaebec," is printed, a few copies having been struck off for the Ministry in 1166; 
the other, a supplement to the same paper, is in manuscript. B^th were published 
by Uasdres in a collection of '' Occasional Essays," in 1809. 

I have been particular in citing these papers, because none of the official reports 
of that date appear to be among the Colonial papers ; at least, they are not among 
those I have examined. They were sent to the Colonial Office, beyond a doubt, 
Morgan, an Under Secretary, having been sent to Quebec by the Colonial Secretary 
in 1169, to report on the state of the laws, &c. His report does not appear among 
the Colonial papers, nor does that of Carleton, nor do the three reports by Hey, the 
(Met Justice, and by Masdres, the Attorney General, which were entrusted to 
Morgan in September, 1169, to be delivered to the Colonial Secretary. Two of the 
three reports are in the " Collection" by Maseres, but Chief Justice Hey's is a wanting* 

The Canadian documents were submitted to the Law Officers of the Crown in 
1711, but their reports are equally missing. There is little doubt that all the doca- 
ments relating to this subject will be found together, possibly in the Privy Council 
Office. The report of Marriott^ the Advocate-G-eneral, dated, '* College of Advocates, 
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Doctors Commons, 1773/* was published in 1*774, with a letter dated 12th May, 1765^ 
to the Attorney and Solicitor-General (Ur. Norton and Mr. de Orey) as an Appendix 
respecting the case of the Jesuits in Canada. The Order in Coancil of the Utb 
Jane, 1771, directed the Advocate, Attorney and Solicitor-General, to prepare a 
general ]p^Bji of Civil and Criminal Law for the Province of Qaebec, but by a sab- 
Bequent order, of the 31st Jaly, 1772, reciting the former order they were directed 
to prepare separate reports. As these various reports and other documents relate 
directly to the Quebec Act of 1774, it is very desirable that they should be all 
accessible here, together with such other papers as bear upon the same subject 

The documents relating to the United Empire Loyalists are very far from being 
complete. There are reports and correspondence respecting them in the Haldimand 
collection. These include the correepondcnco with Colonel Gugy, relative to their settle- 
ment at Machiche ; correspondence with Captain Cuyler, respecting the reception 
of Loyalists and their settlement in Cape Breton; lists (partial) of enrolments into 
oorps ; the surveys in Ciitaraqui Ac. ; besides a list of settlers in Upper Canada obtained 
fiom the Obtario Gk)vernment and other papers. Among these is a report by Colonel 
H6rse, 11, E., givirg a detailed return of the disbanded troops and Loyalists settlisg^ 
in Nova Scotia, who were mustered in the summer of 1784. The total number of 
inen, women and children, by this return, was 28,347. Of these, 9,260 settled on th4^ 
Bt. John Biver, and 7,923 at Shelburne, the others being scattered over the Province 
in small parties. The total population of Nova Scotia (including St John or Princ^ 
Xdward Island) was then, according to Col. Horse, 42,747, thus divided.

Indians are not included. Negroes, estimated at about 3,000, were included among 
the Loyalists. This enumeration differs very materially from that of moat authors 
who have written on the subject 

There is no doubt that papers relating to United Empire Loyalists are to be 
found scattered throughout the country, of little value as they are, but which would 
1)6 of essential service as contributions towards a remarkable part of the history of 
Oaoada, were they brought together. 

In May last, Mr. Jonas Howe, of St John, New Brunswick, sent me a list of 
Xjoyalist regiments, of which he has imperfect muster rolls, from 1776 to 1783, only 
two or three being complete for that period. The time necessary to have examined 
the muster rolls of these and other Colonial regiments that might have been found 
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m the War Office, prevented me from attempting the task. I think it desirable to 
pablisli the list sent me by Mr. Howe ; it is not improbable that similar lists may b^ 
in possession of ikmilies descending from United Umpire LoyalistSi who may possibly 
be induced to send them for deposit among the ArchiveSi so as to complete these 
details, as far as possible. The following is a list of Corps sent by Mr. Howe : —

I am indebted to Mr. Allan Park Paton, of Greenock, Scotland, for an interesting 
volnme, the first work ever published in that town, being the "Adventures of J. 
McAlpine, a native Highlander, from the time of his emigration from Scotiand Uy 
America, in 1713." The work was published in 1180, and dedicated to Sir Guy^ 
Chrleton. McAlpine served as a Loyalist under Carle ton, Burgoyne, Hamiltoi^ 
Phillips, Powell and other officers, lost all his property, and for his loyalty was ei- 
peUed from the country in common with many others. 
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Works of this character, whether pablished at the time or sabseqnently, woold 
"be of material service as contribatioiis towards the elucidation of various points of 
Canadian history. A beginning of such contributions, I am happy to say, haa 
already been made. Among these, I have to acknowledge from the State Historical 
Society of Wisconsin, by the hands of Dr. Lyman C. Draper, a complete set of the 
catalogues of the Library and of the transactions of that Society, including many very 
interesting papers. Also, from the State Library of New York, by the attention of 
Dr. Homes, a collection of documents, a list of which will be found at the end of this 
Beport: To Mr. Black, the Treasurer, and to the late Mr. Ansley, City Surveyor, of 
Montreal, thanks are due for valuable collections of reports respecting the progress 
of that city. For other papers, pamphlets, &c., presented by individuals, I would 
refer to the list at the end of the Beport. Special reference may, however, bd per- 
mitted to the collection of letters addressed to Sir Charles Bagot, whilst Grovemor- 
<}eneral of Canada, presented by his grandson, Mr. Joscelyn Bagot, Grenadier G-uardst 
and to the collection sent by Sir Francis Hincks, K.C.M.G., one of which is published 
by his permission. 

In the Qreville Memoirs^ Yol. III., page 125, of the London edition, is an entry, 

dated 20th December, 1835, in these words : ^'I have just seen an excellent letter 

'^f^om Frederick Blliot to Taylor, vnth a description of the state of parties and 
'' politics in Lower Canada, which has been shown to the Ministers, who think it the 
^' ablest eocposi on those heads that has been transmitted from thence." 

On the information furnished by Sir Francis Hincks, I wrote to Sir Henry 
Taylor, to whom the letter spoken of by Mr. Greville was addressed. Sir Henry at 
first sent me copies of two letters, the one referred to by Mr. Greville, dated 24th 
October, 1835, and another dated the 12 th November of the same year. Sabsequently, 
however, he sent the originals, which he had found after a long and troublesome 
search, with permission to publish them, and sometime after, two additional letters. 
TPhese letters were written by Mr. T. Fred. Blliot, the youngest son of the Bight Hon. 
Hugh Elliot, and nephew of the first Lord Minto. He was in Canada in 1835, as 
Secretary of the Goeford Commission, and whilst in that position, wrote the letters 
in question, unofficially, to his friend, Mr., now Sir, Henry Taylor, of the Colonial 
Office. They were considered of sufficient importance to be submitted to the Ministry, 
and wore passed from one to another of the members of the Administration. The 
following note, written by Lord Howick, respecting the first letter, shows the sense 
entertained of the value of the correspondence : — 

"Wab Oppiob, Thursday. 

"Dear Tayloe, — ^I return Elliott's letter, which I think decidedly the best 
*' paper on Canadian affairs I have ever read. Indeed, I do not know that I ever saw an 
'** account of the state of parties and politics in any country, drawn up with equal jnd^- 
<< ment and discrimination. Perhaps I am not a fair judge, and that I estimate this 
^' paper too highly, in consequence of its so completely establishing all my own pre> 
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'^oonoeived opiolons and views, bat filling np various important parts and details in 
** tbo pictare I had made to myself of the state of affairs in Canaaa. 

" I uust that you will show this letter to Lord Glenelg, and I even wi.-^h you 
"coald feel yourself at liberty to allow him to show to Lord Melbourne, and to the 
"King, a copy of all the more important parts of it. 

** I trust you wilJ not object to my having made an abstract of it for my own use, 
** or to my employing and quoting tbe information it contains, in a statement I mean 
"to dmw up of my views of what ought to be our policy towards Canada at this oon- 
" juncture. 

" Yours very sincerely, 

" HOWICK." 

The effect these letters probably had in shaping the Colonial legislation of 
that critical period would appear to be sufficient justification for publishing them. 
They will be found in notes A 1 and 2, at the end of this Beport. 

As an interesting pendant to these letters, written before the outbreak of 183*7-38, 
is a letter from the Hon, A. N. Morin, to Sir Francis Hincks, 8th May, 1841, shortly 
before the first meeting of the Legislature of United Canada (14th June, 1841). The 
letter will be found at note B. 

Early on the morning of the 13th October, 1812, Major General Sir Isaac Brock 
fell at Queenston, " whilst," to use the words of Major Greneral Sheaffe, his euccessor, 
''gallantly cheering his troops to an exertion for maintaining if The last official 
letter he wrote before his death, is amongst the military correspondence in this office. 
The whole letter, chiefly written on the 11th, with a postscript of the 12th, has been 
published in " Brock's Life," by his nephew, Mr. Ferdinand Brock Tapper, from a rough 
draft found among Sir Isaac's papers. The biographer expresses a doubt whether it 
was ever sent, a doubt which its existence among the military correspondence sots at 
rest. The letter is written on rongh foolscap, and is in Sir Isaac's own hand. 

For some time after the Conquest, the only Protestant clergy in the Province of 
Canada were the military and naval chaplains, who presumedly kept the registers 
of the baptisms, marriages and burials of the Protestant inhabitant?. Bven after 
there was a resident clergy, their number was so few that the chaplains were obliged to 
oontinae the celebration of marriages, &c. What has become of the registers they kept, 
I have been unable to ascertain. Nothing is known of them in the Public Beoord Office, 
London, and it does not appear that they were transmitted to any central authority. 
It is, in fact, beyond doubt that many, perhaps most of them, were kept in the most 
slipshod, irregular manner, and that the books containing them were retained by 
the chaplains as their own individual and private memoranda. It is barely possible 
that portions of them might be recovered, could the representatives of the chaplains 
he found, but the difficulty of tracing them seems to render any attempt of this kind 
almost hopeless. There are many interests involved in the production of these papers : 
those of inheritance, for instance. It is desirable, therefore, that all possible publicity 
should be given to the fact that these documents are missing, so that if they are still 



u 



in existence among the papers left by clergymen who served as chaplains in Can«)a| 
they may be forwarded to this office, as they are in every sense pablio and not 
pirivate documents. 

In answer to inquiries, the Bishop of Quebec has promised to make an investiga- 
tion among the papers belonging to the Anglican Cathedral there, and Mr. Fiset, Pro- 
thoMotary of Quebec, states that^there are portions of the Registers of the garrison 
chaplains deposited in his office, but none of the naval chaplains. Any such records 
are, however, very imperfect Since this was written the Bishop of Quebec has 
informed me that only the registers of incumbents are in the Cathedral. The Secre- 
tary of the Society for the Propagation of the Gospel in Foreign Parts has written me 
that the missionaries sent out by the society after the conquest, only transmitted the 
numbers but not the names of those baptised, married or buried whom they had 
registered. 

In the Archives Report for 1882, attention was called to the danger of the des- 
truction by fi of valuable^pers which cannot be replaced. To the instances thea 
adduced of the burning of public buildings has to be added that of the Legislative 
Buildings at Quebec, in the spring of this year, when a large portion of the Library, 
and the Records of the Legislative Assembly were destroyed. Other original and 
unpublished papers are deposited at Quebec, the loss of which would be irreparable. 
Of these it is only necessary, in the meantime, to notice the '' Registres do delibera- 
tions et Jugements du Conseil Superieure de Quebec " extending from 1663 to 1760, 
which are in the Provincial Secretary's Office. 

There are papers in many of the national depositories of the greatest importance 
to Canadian hibtory. There are many in St. Petersburg, some of which are men- 
tioned by Harrise in his ** Bibliographic de la Nouvelle France " ; others at Rome ; 
others among the Spanish papers. Respecting these latter, I have been in corres- 
pondence with Don Pascual deOayangoz, the distinguished Arabic scholar, who writes 
me as follows : —

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Since the last fieport was published a valaable addition of printed works has 
been made to the Archives. These are indispensable as the working tools of those 
charged with the collection of historical docaments, it being impossible to coodact 
investigations snccessfaliy without them, as they must always be at hand, and con- 
stantly accessible in the Archives Booms, not only to the officials but to those engaged 
10 historical investigations. I would beg to direct attention to the want of anything 
like a complete set of Canadian pamplets, and of pamplets on Canadian subjects. It 
ia most important that this want should be supplied. Gifts of private collecti ^ns of 
this nature have been made to local institutions, where they are, to a certain extent, 
osefol; but if the collection of works in the Archives Office at Ottawa is to become 
as extensive and useful aa it ought to be, for practical purposes of research, it would 
require the assistance of every one interested in tracing and preserving the history of 
the progress of the country, using the term " history of progress " in its most 
general sense. It is to be hoped that all who can contribute to this object will do so. 
Pamphlets, which at the moment of publication may seem to be almost worthless, 
and scarcely deserving of preservation, may prove, in the course of years, to be of 
great value, in a historical point of view* Many writings of an ephemeral nature are 
out of print ; many have been printed only for private circulation. In the case of 
County histories, for instance, having a very limited circulation, they have almost 
entirely disappeared. Imperfect as many of them are, there is not one of them that 
does not contain information of service, to at least the local historian, and it is desir- 
ous that all works of use to investigators of social progress, should be found in the 
Archives Booms. 

• 

The British Museum has attained to its present extent, and its contents have 
become so valuable, in a literary and historical point of view, by a similar course 
to that to which I have taken the liberty of calling attention. The nucleus of the 
Museum was formed by the collection of Sir Hans Sloan, wh6 bequeathed to it 50,000 
volumes. With this and the Harleian collection, to which was added the Oottonian 
collection and the Boyal collection, both of the latter being MSS, the British 
Maseum may be said to have originated in 1753. Before the opening of the Museum, 
in 1759, Greorge 11. presented the old Boyal Library, dating from the reign of Henry 
TIL When the Library was opened, a Jewish gentleman, Solomon da Costa, sent a 
present of 180 volumes, of the choicest kind in Hebrew literature, which formed the 
foundation of the present extensive Hebrew Library in the Museum. These, Mr. da 
Oosta stated, were sent as a token of gratitude for the protection and privileges that 
he enjoyed whilst living under the British Constitution. In 1763, George III, pre- 
sented the Thomason collection of books and tracts, published in England between 
1640 and 1662 ; it is of a most miscellaneous character, &om a folio to a broadside, 
and has been of most essential service to historians of the time immediately preced- 
ing and during the Commonwealth. That collection ^contains about 80,000 distinct 
publications, bound in 2,200 volumes. The Reverend C. M. Cracherode bequeathed 
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4,600 volumes in 1799; the Lansdowne colletion of MSS (1,'245 volumes) came 
to the Museum in 1807; the Hargrave, in 1813, the Bumey, in 18 f7; Sir Joseph 
Banks left 16,000 volumes of natui*al history, voyages and travels and scientifio 
work?, in 1820. The Royal library was transferred by George IV., in 1823. It had 
been collected by George III. daring his long reign, and had, it is estimated, cost His 
Majesty £130,000 stg. It consisted of 65,259 volumes, besides a large collection of 
pamphlets afterwards bound, increasing the collection to 84,000 volumes. The Eger- 
ton MSS f 2,568) were added in 1829, and the Arundel (550 volumes), in 1831. These 
are only examples of the many contributions to the Museum, still contiquing, which 
have helped to make a collection so rich in every variety of literature, much of which 
could not have been secured by any amount of money granted by Parliament, many of 
the private collections being unpurchasable. If similar public spirit were shown 
here, there seems no reason to doubt, that in respect to Canadian literature, the col 
lection at Ottawa might be as complete as the British Museum has become in the- 
much more extensive field of the literature of the world. 

The more complete the collection, the more necessary becomes a full and accurate- 
catalogue, and a complete index to the works, according to authors, subjects, the 
names of individuals and places, the dates of events, &c. Every exertion is being 
made to have these prepared on such a system as to be of the greatest possible use, 
but the work is one of time, and much deliberation has been necessary before deter- 
mining on the adoption of a permanent system. Acknowledgments of assistance in 
examining the difCerent methods of preparing catalogues are due to M. Marshall, of 
the Bibliotheque Nationale, of Paris ; in London, to Mr. W. Hardy, Deputy-Keeper 
of Kecordn, and Mr. Alfred Kingston, of the Public Record Office ; to Mr. R. Garnett, 
and Mr. H. Kensington, of the British Museum ; to Mr. W. H. Overall, of the Library 
of the Corporation of London, Guildhall ; to Mr. B. Vincent, of the Royal Institution; 
in Edinburgh, to Mr. Stair Agnew, Registrar-General, and Mr. T. Dixon, of Her 
Majesty's Register House. Dr. Prasor, the Deputy Keeper of Records of Scotland, 
who has been most obliging in fhrni^hing information, was unfortunately absent dur- 
ing my visit to Edinburgh. 

Without entering into minute details, it may be said generally that there 
are two dislidct ey sterna to choose between. Of these, the British Museum may be 
taken as the representative of the one, the Bibliotheque Nationale, of Paris, as the 
representative of the other, the system in the latter being the one generally followed 
on this continent. In some respects, the practical working of the two does not 
materially differ. In the Public Record Office, London, and the General Re^^ister 
House, Edinburgh, the system is a very simple one, the documents deposited by the 
different Departments of State being arranged separately and in strictly chronological: 
order, the same practice being followed in respect to Court Records. 
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To attempt to give a detailed statement of the system adopted by public libraries 
<^ a general character, would entail a long and technical description, unsuited for a 
Beport of this nature. As in the case of investigations in 1881, of the method of col« 
leeting, sorting and keeping the Becords, &c., a very full statement has been prepared 
ud is preserved for the internal working of this office. 

I would again call the attention of the possessors of family and other papers 
which throw a light on the social, commercial, municipal or political history of tk% 
ooantry, to the importance of having these deposited among the Archives, either for 
present, or, where the contents do not now admit of it, for future reference. ^If not 
80 preserved, there is little, if any, doubt that, in the course of a comp:iratively short 
time these will be destroyed, and a loss thus sustained which can scarcely] be 
estimated. 

The details of the work which follow are divided into a synopsis of papers, none 
of which have yet been copied for deposit among the Archives; a list of papers for 
oomparison with those already copied; Mr. Marmette's Eeport, with details of work 
done in Paris ; a selection of original letters and the catalogue of papers, manuscript 
and printed, contained in the Archives rooms, on the SlstDecember^of thisjyear.

There is one paper con- 
cerning Newfoundland, the report of the Committee for foreign 
affiiirs, dated at Whitehall, 4 February, 1671-2, on propositions as 
to the trade of the Island.

At page 8^ is the report by 
the Lords on Gorge's rights over Maine, and at page 90, a [report 
recommending that Commissioners should be sent to New England. 
At page 141, there is a letter from Governor Sharploigh, dated 
Plscattaqua Eiver in New England, 17 December, 1672. This 
volume is in reality composed of five separate volumes, each 
l)eginning with page 1, but subsequently numbered consecutively. 
It is the new numbering I give. These land claims of Gorges and 
Mason, founding on the Stirling grant and the transfer to the families 
of Crown and Temple, are scattered over the volumes, claims be- 
ing made for land m different parts of New England as they were 
decided adverselv in others. The land transactions of Gorges will 
be found under the head of New England in Colonial Entry Books 
59 to 64. They all appear to have sprung out of the Stirling Grant 
of 1621.

This is the first Joamal of the Lords for Trade and Plantations, 
who took the place of the old Gooncil by an Order in Goancil dated 
12 March, 1674-5.

At page 75 is a minate of an application by Lonis 
LePage, on accoant of his ne^r discoveries, dated 14 January, 
1679-80, referred on the 7 September, 1681, for report (See for LooIb 
LePage, the Beport on Archives for 1881, page 26). With this ex- 
ception there is nothing referring, direetlv or indirectly, to what is 
now British North America, alihoagh the volame contains very 
much of interest regarding the trade generally of the Plantations 
and Ireland.

To the Honourable 

J. U. PoPB, Miqister of Agriculture, &o., &c., &c., 

Ottawa. 

Sir, — I have the honour to submit to you my Eoport on the 
historical researches which ^ according to your instructions, I began 
to make at Paris, last summer. 

I was in France, when, in the course of the month of June, I 
received a letter from Mr. Lowe, the Secretary of your Department, 
informing me that I was attached to the Archives' Brancn thereof, 
and that it was my duty to hold myself in readiness to act in concert 
with Hr. Brymner, the Archivist While expecting that gentle- 
man's arrival at Paris, I began to place myself in relation with 
several dititingubhed functionaries, who were in a position to 
facilitate my researches in the Government Departments and public 
Libraries. I was already, for several months, in constant communi- 
cation with M. Avalle, the head of one of the branches of the Marine 
Department, and Mr. Berthall, one of the Directors of the National 
Library, both gentlemen being devoted friends of Canada. Some 
months previously, I had the advantage of making the acquaintance 
c{ M. A \ iUe, at the time when he was publishing a very remarkable 
^tudy on Canada, in the "Remit Maritime of January and February 
18*3. Thanks to the kindness always shewn me by M. Avalle, when 
Mr. Brymner came to Paris, we went, at once, to he presented at the 
Department of Marine, where we were most courteously received. 

itevertheless, I had no idea of commencing my researches at the 
A rchives of that Departtnent, for we possess at the Library of Par- 
3 lament the greater part of the manuscripts of this Department 
which concern our history, copied under tne direction of M. Fari- 
bault, in 1852. The same must be said of the Ministry of War, 
which was largely drawn upon by Mr. Faribault. 
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No doabt, there still remains in the two Departments, nameroun 
documents, copies of which it would be advantageous for us to 
obtain, wiUiout taking into account the manuscripts in possession 
of the Canadian Library of Parliament. I considered, therefore, in 
view of the short time I could spend at Paris, that it was better to 
push my researches in those places, where are to be found the his- 
torical records that are still wantinj^ to us in Canada. Possessing a 
letter of introduction, which Mr. Srymner had obtained from Mr. 
Plunkett, Secretary of the British Embassy at Paris, we introduced 
oarselves at the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, where we were very 
graciously received by M. de Bialle, Chief of the Archives Division. 
Thanks to the kindness of that gentleman, I was enabled, a few days 
later, to commence my researches. Availing ourselves oi the good 
will of Mr. Berthall, to whom I introduced Mr. Bry mner, it was in 
our power to study closely the whole working of the National Lib- 
rary, and to make observalioDS there which will aid materially in 
adopting a system of catalogues and of service suitable to our Archives 
office. 

Mr. Brymner having leflb for London, in order to continue the re- 
searches that fall to his share, I set to work in good earnest At the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs, where my labours were greatly facili- 
tated by the amiability of Mr. deEialle, and by the desire to do me 
good service, on the part of Mr. Maurice Chevrier and the Count de 
Beaupr^, both attached to the Archives Branch of the Department, 
I succeeded, in the course of a few weeks, in examining and analyz- 
ing, succinctly, several thousand pages, which will be highly availa- 
ble in studying the history of this country. 

The greater part of these documents comprise the negotiations 
between the Courts of France and Great Britain, in connection with 
the treaty of peace which was concluded at St. Germain-en -Laye in 
1632, as well as that of Paris, which, as is well known, dated from 
1763. These papers relate to Canada, and arc replete with new 
information and det&iis, that will be most interesting to our writers 
of history. 

At the National Archives, also, I examined a great many docu, 
ments relating to divois subjects connected wiih our annals, 
amongst others, Decrees of the Council of State, Ac, <S:c., which con- 
tained most valuab'e information as to the trade which was oar. 
ried on with Canada befoie the cession of the country to Great Brit 
ain, as well as to the organization nnd Government of the colony 
daring its possession by Franco. I c.innotomit mentioning a series 
of papers, amounting to four or five hundred patres, which enumerate 
the pensions granted to Canadian and Acadian families that returned 
to Fiance after the cession of Cana<la. Tho«=e dor'uraents will be 
eminently useful in retracing the families obliged by the conquest 
to settle in France. 

I was introduced by Mr. Berthall to the Keeper r>r the manuscripts 
of the National Library, Mr. Natalis de Wailly. Iforo, likewise, I 
was cordially received. Among the documents whi«.h appeared to 
me the most interesting, I would indicate several pamphlets by 
the Kev. Mr. Belmont on the question of the trado in spirituous 
liquors; the attractive and unpublished narrative of a *' Voyage an 
Canada" by J. C. B , between the years 1751 and 1761, and which 
extends to no less tbart 277 pages ; a collection of memoirs relating 
to the affairs of America, made by Brother Leonard St. Catherine 
de Sienna, in which mention is often made of M. do Queylus and of 
Monseigneur de St. Yalier, as well as of the discovery of the mouths 
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of the Mississippi by D'Iberville ; a carious account of tho travels 
sttd adventures of Mathieu Sagean, born at the village of Lachine, 
written about 1700 ; and finally, a fascinatinc^ narrative of a voyage 
to Chili by DeBeauchesne. I must not fail to direct the attention of 
our lin^ists to several manuscript works on certain Indian dialects 
of North America, amongst others, an Algonouin grammar com- 
])0sed in 1674 by Louis Nicholaf, Missionary Pnest; a French Algon- 
quirr vocabulary, a small dictionary of the language of the Iroquois 
of the Agnier Kation, in the handwriting of M. de la Gidissonnidre; 
and, to come to an end, the Budiments of the Mic-mao language. 

Ah to tho accuracy with which copies of those several manu- 
scripts ought to be made, it is my duty to represent to you, Sir, 
tiiat it id absolutely necessary that the copying be controlled and 
the copies most carefully collated, by a competent person, with tho 
original documents. For, if the copyists were left to themselves, 
we could only expect to have defective reproductions of historical 
documents, on the scrupulous correctness of which, the historian must 
rely, in order to find iu our Archives, a faultless expression of the 
primitive text**. 

Besides the sources which I have just indlcat.d, numerous re- 
searches m'ght be made at Paris ; in the first place at the Mazarin 
Library, where 1 know that there are several papers on our history,' 
among others, an important memoir oy Dupuis, Inten- 
dantof Canada, **sur les troubles arrivis au pays en l728"iafol., 
and " La vintable relation du voyage de JSritigny" with a history of 
Montreal, from 1640 to 1672.'' 

The like work ouo^ht to be done at the Arsenal Library, at those 
of Ste. Genev eve, the Seminary of St. Sulpice and the Missions 
El ranger es* In addition, there remain vast fields, as yet unexplored, 
in the Provinces of Franco, to different points of which the attention 
of the Archivist must necessarily be directed. The public Libraries 
and the fiegisters of personal status at Dunkirk, Calais, Boulogne, 
Abbeville, Tr4poi*t, Honfleur, Bouen, Dieppe, Saint-Malo, La 
Eochelle, Havre, Bordeaux, &c., ought to be visited, examined and 
made available, with the utmost care, all the more, that in several of 
these places, the manuscripts are not catalogued. Nevertheless, as 
the Archives keeper of Bouen, among others, recently assured Mr. 
Alfred Grarneau, many of these Provincial Libraries offer for research, 
numerous documents which are destined, in all probability, to throw 
new light on many points of our history that are still obscure. In 
order to show the utility of making researches in several Provincial 
towns of France, I shall take leave to quote certain passages of an 
article published in the Hevue Maritime, of March last, concerning the 
exploratory travels, in which is employed, at this moment, M. 
Savorgnan de Brazza, by the French Government. The first part 
of this study treats of French Commerce in theXVJIth and XVlllih 
centuries. " In order to study the state of foreign trade in the 
north of France," says the author of the article, M.D.N", " and to 
ascertain the grievances of the merchants on the coasts of Flanders, 
Picardy and Normandy, Louis XIV was pleased to select the 
Chevalier de Clairville. We must look for the details relating to 
the commerce referred to, in the memoirs which he addressed to 
the Minister of Marine. (I.) Ho visited Dunkirk, Calais, Boulogne, 

(1.) The memoirs of Ctairyille are to be found in that Department under the 

head, — Commeret, 1701 The other sources on which is founded the article of which 

we now giro an extract, are the Dictionary ot Sarary, time Vi and a history of 

the commercial companies from 1626 to 1742— a manuscript in folio, belonging to 

tie Archlres of the Ministry of Marine. 
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Abbeville, Tr^port, Dieppe, and the seaports of Havre and Boaeoy 
which was one of the most famous of those schooisi where instruc- 
tion could be obtained concerning everything connected with trade, 
and finally, Honfleur, places where, formerly, were established 
associations, one of which was destined, one day, to enrich the 
country with a territory greater than the country itself. We 
speak of Canada. In 1608, the captains and the vessels placed 
at the disposal of Champlain by Bouen and Honfleur, had 
enabled that illustrious colonizer to undertake his second 
voyage, in the course of which he founded Quebec." The informa- 
tion which is moat wanting to us at the present day, is that which 
regards the commerce of Canada during the French domination. 
The few lines, which I have just cited, prove how necessary it is 
that we should seek our information at the very places where arose 
the spirit of commerce and colonization which led to the colonizing 
of New France in the XVIIth and XVIlIth centuries. 

I cannot conclude, Sir, without offering a remark, which very 
nearly concerns the mission which you entrusted to me, and of the 
importance of which I became convinced during my sojourn at 
Paris. Canada, so long forgotten by France, now, m consequence of 
its extraordinary development in recent years, attracts, every day, 
more and more, the attention of enlightened Frenchmen. Many 
writers, economists and capitalists, as I have often had occasion to 
observe, are anxious to obtain complete information regarding this 
country, whose past is interesting to them in the highest degree, 
and whose present and future excite, not less powerfully, their at- 
tention, especially as regards the placing of French capital. 
Publicists and commercial men too often experience the want of 
precise information and oiHcial documents and, thus, being uncer- 
tain as to the state of matters amongst us, they end by looking in 
other directions. It would bo most useful, I conceive, Sir, that all 
the branches of our Public Service should exchange, in full, their 
official publications with those of the Government Departments at 
Paris, and that there should be sent to each of the said I)epartments, 
as well as to the public Libraries, two copies, at least, of the French 
•edition of each of those documents. It might even be asked that 
the sending of snoh publications should be mentioned in the French 
official reports, so as that the public could become aware that there 
are, at their command, sources of information, whence they could 
derive accurate details on the condition of our country. It would 
also be advantageous, if Parliament thought proper, to procure the 
publications by individual authors, concerning history, industry, 
agriculture, commerce, emigration, &c., which have appeared here in 
the course of the year. These divers works should be sent to 
Libraries, as well as private persons, who have been engaged for a 
long time in studying our country, and have published those works 
on Canada, which have most contributed to make us known in 
France. Confining myself to a few, allow me to mention the names 
of such eminent authors as M. Eameau, M. Ondsime Eoclus, M. de la 
Mothe, M, Avalle, and so many besides, who have devoted to us a 
great amount of labour apd the finest talent. Would not our gain be 
enormous ? and would not the pains which we should take to com- 
municate information to these Publicists, repay, a hundred fold, the 
sum appropriated to such a service, whijh is of such national 
4itility?

QuxBSo, 24th October, 1835. 

My Dear Taylor, — Although I have kept my letters to yoa free from poli- 
tics, I should DOt like you to be altogether ignorant of the nature of the scene in 
which we are acting, and now, on the eve of the Assembly's meeting, I propose to 
«end you as good a tableau as I can yet present, of this community. Whether or not 
it be correct, at least it has not been imbibed from ,any siugle source, nor adopted 
ready-made, but is the honest result of very general and diligent inquiries. 

People have been accustomed, in England, to hear of only two parties in Canada, 
the Eogush and the French, but there are in fact three parties, the Official, the 
English and the French, besides some important French classes altogether diiptinct 
from the pft^ty which goes by that name. 

The Official— or as the French term it. Bureaucratic party — is composed of a 
few old men, holding the highest offices. They seem to be fond, of privilege, jealous 
of interference, and ready to take offence at any inquiry into the popular allegations. 
Most of them are dull, and those who are the reverse, are said to be interested. It is 
of very little consequence what they are. Whatever influence they may have formerly 
exercised, through the instrumentality of weak Governors, they are now destitute of 
any of the real elements of power, having neither connections at home, nor weight in 
the Province. 

I take pleasure in stating this broadly, because once, from a quarter whence 
trifling objections too often come, my ears were shocked, on board of ship, with some 
talk of danger from these men. ^' They would write to their friends in England, they 
would give their own version of tbingf«, and would raise a clamour against the Com- 
mission, if they were annoyed." Why, if their friends numbered legions, I should 
trust that no mission, sent on such an errand as ours, could shrink from exposing any 
abuses that might be detected amongst them, but the truth is, that if there be 
A body in the world which may, without fear, be handled according to its merits (who 
would wish more?) that body is the high official party in Canada. In the Province 
itself it is very difficult to say by which of the great divisions of the people it is 
disliked the most. 

Very different from this feeble Corps, is the real " English party." It is com- 
posed of almost all the Merchants, with an admixture of consideraole Landholders, and 
of some of the younger and more intelligent Civil Officers. It possesses much intelli- 
gence, much wealth and still more credit, and in addition to these, it has all that 
mutual confidence, and that precision and unity of purpose, which, to do our country- 
men justice, they know better than any other people how to confer on political asso- 
ciations. This imposing Body, moreover, has great advantage at the present moment 
in the moderation of tone which it can assume in contrast lo the violence of its adver- 
saries, thus gaining the goodwill, if not the overt support, of that numerous portion 
of Society wTiich prefers security and a tranquil life to everything else. Yet I do 
not like the English party. It is fully as ambitious of dominion as the French party, 
and, in my opinion, prepared to seek it by more unscrupulous means. Whenever 
either of the two, at the present moment, speaks of separation, i look upon it as mere 
bombast, or artifice to bend the course of Government, but depend upon it that if 
ever these heats in Lower Canada should go so far as to hazard the connection with 
ihe Mother Country, the English will be the foremost to cut the tie. They, of the 
two parties, are by far the best disposed to sympathize with Bepublican principles ; 
f nd, I must add, the most capable to wield Eepublican Institutions. They are the 
most rancorous, for they remember the power they have lost, and hate their riyals as 
a sort of usurpers. Finally, if ever the opportunity be presented to them of joining 
in some common cause with their English fellow*colonists in the Upper Province, they 
will see that to combice with such allies in renouncing the control of the English 
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Ooverninent in Barope, will be their surest means to overwhelm the iDflaenoe of the 
French race in Ameriou. If ever the project of the union of the Canadas be revived^ 
it will be well for us if the part of England be not left out of the plot. The '* Frenok 
party/' if you confine the term to those who have thoughts, projects and feelings o^ 
their own, seems to be nearly synonymous with the majority in tibe Hoase of Assem- 
hljy or rather with that small portion of it which has any mind in politics. In con- 
formity with the descriptions we have always had, the Assembl7 consists mainly of 
Advocates, Physicians and Farmers, the last very ignorant of politics and indifferent t<» 
them, and ambitions of their Seats, as it is said, for no other object than thegidn. The 
daily pay of $3 enables them to make no contemptible savings in a long Session, 
especial ly as their wives are usually competent to manage their Farms in their absence. 
It is true, as yon may have heard it reported, that two or three of the iCembera 
cannot write their names, and it is said that others, who have had the spirit to learn 
to trace the characters composing their signature, have no further insight into the 
mysteries of Beading or Writing. Withont entering too much into detail, I may state 
to you once for all, that the bulk of the Assembly is inert, and that the few Members 
poseesaed of activity and intelligence, work in entire subordination to Papineau, of 
whom they stand in profound awe. 

This IS perhaps the most remarkable feature in the aspect of affairs here, that 
men, who, by the unbounded Confidence and assent of their Constituents, have so 
jpreat power, quarrel so little for the shares, but willingly surrender the whole into 
the hands of one individual. Lower Canad^i is divided into four Districts, of which 
the Quebec District contains nearly one-thii*d of the whole population, and returns 
more thim a fourth of all the fiepresentatives. Three meny it is notorious, are the 
undisputed arbiters of the public conduct of this great Distriet, having the command 
^ every name in it for any Petition they please, and of every vote ior any candidate 
they choose to reci>mmend. Other regions have in like manner ilieir Centurions and 
Captains of Ten thousand. Is it not iSmost beyond belief that the possessors of suck 
innuence, not merely'— should not oppose M. Papineau, (that might proceed from 
imfeigned coincidence of sentiment), out should not venture to dream of the possi- 
bility of opposing him? In <M)nfidence they will talk of their fear of his choice of 
measares, just as if he were in his own person the whole Assembly united. 

I have anxiously sought the solution of this phenomenon. The Qaebec Leaders, I 
have learned, flatter themselves that they act from prudence, because, as they argue, 
irhile they are outnumbered bv the Montreal members, who are under Papineau's minre 
immediate influence, it would be an unjustifiable disturbance of the Assembly to insist 
on any but fundamental differences of opinion. Others, i^ain, hug themselves with 
the notion that P^ipineau is their Instrument. Heaven help their wits ! That being 
the most audacious among &em, they place him in the front of the battle, but volun- 
tarily, and with power t<> set him aside at pleasare. These ideas may be agreeable 
salve to people's self-love. The real explanation of the case, I fear, is, that the Cana- 
dians want nerve and enteirprise in public things, and that just as they used to follow 
the lead of three or four SJnglishmen, so now the impetuositrp' and oratorical talents 
of Papineau command from them an unqnalified submission. He is, in truth, their 
Master. Their natures crave for support, and they will always seek it in characters 
more vigorous than their own. I never saw any one who seemed better versed than 
the Ganadian Speaker, in the arts and demeanour by which one man wields dominion 
ever the minds of many, and he is daily becoming more confirmed in his sway, as 
they are in their obedience. Such is the man that a few of his followers have the pre- 
sumption to sappoae that they can set aside, when no longer serviceable. 

It is just as likely that all your sheep in England will rise up and address the 
sheep-dogs, and say: ^' While we wanted you it was well, but there are no more 
wolves, and we will take care of ourselves and dispense with yoar canine guardian- 
ship." One look from Papineau's eye would quell his whole Canadian flock. 

The truth is, that Papineaa, with all his faults, is rather a fine follow. I dare 
say we shall find him perverse and saspicious, and that if ever he quarrels with us, 
lie will be coarsely abusive. Still the good points of his character are not to be 
14 o^ll 
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deniod. Hd seems to be irreproachable in his private life ; id social intercoorso lia 
IB mild and gentlemanlike ; and if, in politics, he is too hot and nnmeasored in his 
pre ceedings, I do not find that reasonable men accuse him of being dishonest. His 
principal faults are violence, a want of the plainer sort of sense, and, I fear, an invet- 
erate prejudice against the English. Whatever else he be, it is impossible to set eyes 
on him, and not perceive that he is by nature, as mnoh as by the station he has wcm 
for himself, the nrst of the French Canadian race. 

Independently, however, of temporary causes, and the influence of ambitioua 
men, there appears to me to be a deeper motive calculated to bind the French party 
together, and give a general direction to their Policy. 

They can hardly fail to see that the English nave possessed themselves of the 
whole wealth aid power of every Country in which they have acquired a footing* 
In all parts of the world, civilised or savage, whether as British subjects in the East 
or as revolted Colonists on this Continent, there has shown itself in the English people 
the same impossibility of amalgamation with others, the same necessity of gaining 
the upper hai.d themselves. This,|it must be admitted, can form no pleasing topic of 
consideration ioi the mild anduncontentious race who find themselves here, imbedded 
in the midbt of growing Settlements and Nations of Englishmen. Whatever political 
power they mty lor the moment possess within the limits of their own Province, even 
there their moie active rivals have hold of all the Commerce of the Country, and 
beyond the artificial boundaries which distinguish theirs from adjacent regions, thej 
are surrounded on all sides by liIillionB using the language and the customs of which 
they have so much reason to dread the ascendancy. Xooking to the circumstances, 
I cannot think that the French Canadians would be very unreasonable to dread some 
fiiture extinction of their own tongue and peculiar habits, and whether or not any of 
them extend their views so far, it is not to be doubted that some amongst them fear 
a lapse into insignificance. 

In fact the real question between the parties in this Country, is a question of 
time. The French cannot in their hearts be ignorant that they have a full measure 
of power at this moment, but they eee it continually inclined, as it were, to pass into 
the grasp of others, and so they are restless and jealous. The English, on the other 
hand, must be confident that the dominion of the Country will eventually centre in 
tiieir race ; but they are impatient and wish to seize the prize before it is legitimately^ 
theirs. Both parties are at present in their proper places. Each, however, is striv- 
ing, one to precipitate, — the other to avert, or at any rate 'postpone, a transition 
which will eventually be the proper effect of the Institutions of the Province. In the 
meanwhile collateral cbjects will arise in the course of the struggle, and results will 
be valued by the contending parties, not merely as they may advance their own 
cause, but as they may injure or humiliate their adversaries. The Government will 
not be esteemed according to its independent merits or its courageous impartiality ; 
it will be judged by the extent to which its views may fall in with the purposes of 
one or other of the Factions. Lord Aylmer's Administration was, at the outset, the 
ridicule and scorn of the Constitutionalists (as they are now misnamed) ; yet, when 
the fractiousnef's of the French drove Lord Aylmer from that class, the English 
received him with open aims, and I myself saw them following him to the Kach 
with their acclammations, and their praises, and almost their tears. 

After this review of the composition and motives of the parties into which this 
Country is divided, it may seem natural that I should draw some practical conclu- 
sions frcm the whole. I have already said that, if separation were the object to be 
feared, I should look upon the party which is continually clamouring for British 
Laws and British Connection as by far the most like]y to revolt. But dismisf ing 
the idea of separation (as I think you safely may), and considering our difiBculties as 
mere difi&culties of adminisiraiicn from day to day, the French party, as being pos- 
aessed of the Representative Institutions of the Country ,i8 obviously,the most formid- 
able, and the one of which the favour is most necessary to the conduct of Public 
affairs. ^ 

Turning from these considerations of immediate convenience to higher and 
more permanent objects, I wUl not deny that^ while I dissent fix)m their inferences, 
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I see much weight in the facta on which the EDglieh reason. Although they can 
seldom prove that the French act nnconBtitatioDally, they often show that they 
nee the Constitution unwisely. It is not unconfititutional for instance, that a great 
co-oijdinate branch of Parliament^ entrusted moreover with the special custody of the 
public purse, should state the amount of its contingent expenses broadly, and refuse 
to sulmiit to any canyassirg of the details by the other portions of the Legislature^ 
mt the same time it is lamentable that, by almost general confession, this privilege is 
likely to be made the means of bestowing excessive salaries on the pai'tizans ol the 
majority of the Assembly, and perhaps of defraying the disbursements of unauthor- 
ised Committees of correspondence and voluntary congrega tiers of Members put of 
session. The proper remedy for this would be the indignation and resentment of the 
jpeople, and it is no doubt to be regretted, in common with the English party, that^ 
for political purposes, there is scarce such a thing as a people in Lower Canada. 
Just as with regard to the contingencies, so also with rei^ard tb the vast inflaenoe of 
individuals who can command thousand^ of votes and Sionaturis (if I may bo allowed 
the term) at pleasure. I dissent from the English as to its being urconstitutional, but 
I itgtee with them so far as to think it an anxious thing to try the working of the- 
Pritish Constitution in a Country where there is no public opinion, and hardly spirit 
enough in the possessors of representative power to quarrel amongst themselves, 
and foi m some sort of a mutual check. 

Having thus stated the fullest extent to which I can concur in the views of tbo 
English party, 1 will add, without a moment's hesitation, that I do no^ see sufficient 
reason to follow those views to their only legitimate conclusion (they lead to no 
other),-— vizt. : to deprive the Lower Canadians of the free exercise of their Constitu- 
ticn. 1st. There is the obvious objection of the odium and possible danger of the 
attempt; — 2ndly. To leave this humblest class of objection, for one of principle and 
feeling, I would shrink, until the last necessity, from mulcting a people of institu- 
tions calculated to develop their energies and intellect. This necessity is not nearly 
arrived in Lower Canada. On the contrary I see no cause whatever to despair of the 
French Canadians learning to wield their privileges discreetly. It is but recently 
that they have come to know and feel their powers, and already the mo^t experienced 
men in the country admit that there are dawnings of improvement. I have extorted 
this admission fVom more than one Member of the miscalled <' Constitutional Assodla- 
tion." The events of the last two years will have done much to educate the French 
Canadians in politics. If you could see the ^loom which has been hanging over this 
city, the shame to private families, the difficulty to honest tradesmen, the want of 
employment for the operatives ; — if, after your ears were filled with complaints here, 
you could go (as I have done) into the country, and at distances of 10 and 20 miles, 
find the peasants deploring the loss of their usual market in the Capital ; you would 
see that the Assembly, by its denial of all public money, has made an experiment on 
the patience of the people which it cannot be rash enough lightly to re]>eat. Wher- 
ever I have been, I nave taken care, with expressions of profound submission, to ex- 
plain to the good folks that it was not the Government which withheld, but the 
Assembly which refused, the ordinary expenditure of the place, and I was happy to 
find the '' Mabitans'* tolerably enlightened on the subject, i he leading men, you may 
be sure, have opened their own eyes to the risk of a re-action ; and this is the secret 
of the compliments they begin to pour forth to our conciliatory qualities. lam 
glad of it, for I would ruther they were brought back to moderate conduct by their 
own discernment of its necessity, than by any paltry arts of ours. Like boys for the 
first time entiusted with agun, they could not resist the delight, mingled with trepida- 
tion, of discharging it; but having once experienced the shock and the effects, they 
will reserve the fire another time for the pressure of some real necensity. 

This then is the sum of my creed ; — ^that to conciliate the French Canadians, 
and train them up in the arts of Government, is the safest and most convenient policy 
for the present, and likewise the one most conducive to solid and lasting advantages 
hereafter ; but that the experiment is likely to be obstructed by perversity and selfish- 
ness on varioua sides;, and that in the mel^e, some of us who are now employed iik 

14 a— iij^ 
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Canada, may chance to lose our repataitions. Bo iet it beu I may with tho most f^ar* 
ieot tiiith declare, that from the moment I kxmkd I really had gained admittance into 
this great field, I whistled all personal tfaoogfats to the wind, and hitherto, the more 
the storm has threatened, as the Session draws near, and the greater the ramoarB of 
alarm, the more my spirits have risen. It was to encounter mis we came hore, and 
things mnst go very hard indeed before I pai^t with my peace of mind. 

With this comfortable sentiment, I had better ^prepare to conclude so long a 
disquisiiion. I had thought of saying something or the Cbtholio Clergy, and the 
owners of Seigneurics, among whom I have made several acquaintance; but time ia 
wanting, and your patience doubtful. And as it is as well tfas^ a letter should be 
^ther one thing or another^ I will sot, on this occasion, enter into private matters, 
further than to say that my wife and f are well, and living on gokl tei*ms with vari- 
ous Members of every class I have above passed in review. I know some of the 
Oonetitutionalists woll enough to vex them by saying, that if they would take the 
really appropriate title of ^^{-Constitutionalists, and avow their opinion that ibe 
Britibh System was unsuited to this Province, there would be much more coherenejr 
in their reasonings, and more difficulty (tho' far from insuperable) in answoriog 
them. On the other hand, some of the Quebec Members, to whom I have alluded, 
are on terms with us, approaching to real friendship, and lately had a project to take 
Jane and me on a tour thro' the District, stopping every ni^t at the House of soiae 
friend or relation, but the weather was provoking enough to defeat the plan. If we 
had made that expedition, we would have seen more of ttie intimate life of the Frenidi 
Canadians, than one English family in a thousand does. In short, we feel no lack ef 
novelty, either of acquaintance or scenes; and in spite of business or political crosses, 
a man must manage ill, who could not spend a year or two at Quebec very pleasantly.

My Deab Tatlob, — As a Sequel to the long Dissertation which I sent youlasi 
Ay month on the public afSairs of this place, I must write to tell you that our Session baa 
h opened with some success and eclat. The speech was made very long for two reason^ 

1st not to disappoint an expectation, which prevailed, of something unusual at thia 
crisis ; 2ndly to preclude any inconvenient application for a disclosure of the letter 
of the Instructions, by liberally communicating the spirit of them in the first instance. 
As a composition, the speech seems to me by no means free from faults, which, were 
it an exercise for young gentlemen at their studies, it might be worth while to point 
out ; but seeing that we are grown nien, and our main ol^eot, not rhetoric but Good 
Humour and supplies, I cannot think that tiie speech was ill adapted to its purpose. 
At any rate it has had the merit of success. It has been highly lauded, and the Ba- 
glish party, tho' sadly annoyed at one of the measures which it announced, have 
taken the rest in much better part than I expected. The answer of the Assembly 
is the ablest paper I have ever seen issued firom that Body, it so happily accomplishei^ 
the purpose, which I knew from the principal members that chey entertained, of 
adhering to their former Declarations on mattersof general principle, and at the 
same time conveying that spirit of good will towards the new Governor which 
unquestionably prevails at this moment throughout the Assembly. If I can procure 
them, I will enclose copies of the Speech and the Heply. The only doubt at ptesent 
seems to be, whether in voting the arrears of the last two years, the Assembly will ia- 
<)lude repay ment of the sum of £31,000 advanced to tho Civil servants out of ih» 
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JfSfitftry Cliest. If 3fr. Spring "Bice himself had be^n there, ho coald not have wished 
to bear more home trathflt than I delivered on this (subject to .two or three Frenoh 
Jtfembera with whom I diiied en petit Comiti the other day. I soon found the major! ty^ 
of the Company on my side, batone little dyspeptic man, the Editor of the Canadien^ 
wiitl held ont, declariOff that he wonMr^idily have repaid the English Govt., bat that 
rinoe he had eeen Mr. Rice's despatch, he was satisfied that Lord Aylmer had exceeded 
Ills authority, and wonld therefore withold the amoant of the advance in order that th» 
Tesrionsibility might attach to Lord Alymor personally. On this I fell apon my man 
witnont ceremony, I roundly denied that Alymer had exceeded his aathority ; in 
proof of the necessity of his making the advance, I quoted the scandalous tales, un- 
fortunately too true, of Judges having been threatened over night by creditors whoee^ 
causes it waR their duty to try the next morning in Court ; and then, passing flrom 
this . topic, I aeked if ne were in some little Island in a Tropical Sea, or 
whether it were possible that in the greatest Colony which England pos* 
aessed, containing Half a Million of Souls, I had heard vindictive feelings 
against ooe man assigned as a reason for hazarding the continuance of a 
painful and dangerous contest with the Mother Country. . The concessions of Eng- 
landi I observtd, proceeded from no motive but sheer good will. She had now 
offdred to the Assembly the unlimited control over the Finances of the Province, but 
if this offer were met by a churlish refusal of the sums she bad advanced for the 
benefit of this community, it might be deemed necessary to retract her late ofl!er until 
her just claims were satisfied, and perhaps Canada mig'ht have to wait long enough 
for the repetition of a proposal, which yet it must be obvious, tended to concentrate 
almost all power in the representatives of the people. What do you think was the 
result ? The little man had the honesty to say that he would qualify according to the 
effect of our discourse, an article which he had prepared on the subject; and sure 
enough the article appeared next day with a statement of the arguments, as no doubt 
he had onginally written them, against the payment of the £31,000, and then an 
additional paragraph embodying the spirit of my argumenis on the other side, and 
admitting that it might be l^ton the whole to bury old differences, and open a 
new account with England. I confess I was pleased with this incident, not oi> 
account of any intrinsic importance in it, but because it afforded a further ju^iifica- 
tioB of the Hope, which is continually strengthening in roe, that the French Qauadlana 
are candid, and open to reason. It is astonishing how this country has been mis- 
managed. When 1 came to know the men, whom the military l?ulers here have been 
aocQsiomed to regard as little better than Traitors, and little wiser than children, I 
am BurpriBedi to find, Int, on what fHendly bases their views generally are founded^ 
joid 2ndiy how much superior are their perceptions in political science to those of 
Iheftten by whom they have been so arrogantly despised. The other day I was 
present at a conversation between the Mayor of Quebec and some other Canadian 
gentlemen, upon the best means of raising the Revenue required for the purposes of 
the City, and I ai^sure you you could not desire to hear more correct principles than 
Ihey proceeded upon, in their discussion. They also showed abundance of public 
apirit and ingenuity, in their plans for putting down Night Bobberies, which have 
ifegDD t'j be seriou^ly injurious to Quebec. The truth is tba^ the French Canadians 
«r Diilk of the Community, owing to the natural effect of free Institutions, are govem- 
the Country, ami ar^ learning the lesson which that practice teaches. The English 
chants in the meanwhile, fewelHng with indignation at their own want of power^ 
exelci^ing themselves in no School but that of agitation and remonstrance. Here, 
as I obhei ved in a lurmer letter, they are very skilful, but soon they will bo fitter to 
dislotb a Govi. than to conduct it, while their ilivalt>, it is to bo hoped, may 
ateadity iinpn>ve. F r this desirable end, however, the Municipal Institutions of 
Gbnadu onght t/» be extended much more widely ; Canadians ought to be more pro- 
manently i'inpl<»yc<i in official stations, and every effort be made to train them to the 
wise XL-Hi nt that power which, unless you deprive them of Eogli'^h Institutions, they 
wuasl inevitably exeu^i>e ae the great majority of the Society. I doubt not that the 
Aritirh it kaUttictti wilt eveutuaily attain an importance sufficient to procure for 
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them a more than eqaal po]*tion of Pablic loflaence, nor woald I suffer tbem to be 
oppressed in the interval; all I maintain is that, since the French Canadians most at . 
present predominate, it is far better to endeavour to qualify them for power than 
vainly seek to exclude them. 

Lord Aj'lmer's Administration was, I grieve to saj, unwise in this respeei 
during the latter period of his Govt. His appointnients and . recommendations . 
within the last twelve months were unpardonable, and there are some of his des- 
patches on those points which I can scarce read with patience, now that 1 under- 
stand the real characters of the Individuals. The truth is that, though amiable and 
well-meaning, he became blinded by prejudice at the end of his administration, and 
never was there a measure more indispensable than his removal. You know that 
about a year ago I thought differently, and on that very account I now make the 
admission more emphatically. In what I have said of the friendliness and judgment 
of some of the French Canadians, you must not suppose that I include them alL 
Papinoaa*s bias against England and Englishmen is Known, and I still continue to 
fear that, whatever may be the intelligence of others, they will not possess amongst 
them eloquence and nerve enough materially to control the excesses of that ener- 
Ijnetio man. Yet the moderate people certainly have gained some advantages thte 
Session. The mere proceeding to Dusiness is in itself a triumph, for Papineau avow- 
edly wished to refuse to have a Session until the demands of the people for an Elective 
Council were conceded. The subdued and tolerant tone of the answer to the Gk>ver- 
nor's Speech is also a token of respect for the views of the temperate part of the 
Assembly. There is daily becoming apparent a more marked opposition of views, 
between the Members for the District of Quebec and those from the District of 
Montreal ; and I only hope that the separation may not be precipitated, for the 
<iuebdc Hepresentatives have much more power, while their Colleaguen hope toretxiin 
the appearance of their support, than they could have as a declared Ifinority acting 
in open opposition to the rest of the House. All I dislike in their former plan of 
action was their unoualified and silent submission to the Majority; to keep measurea 
wilh.it is no more tnan politic. 

One of the first Members of the popular party in the House of A^^sembly said 
to me a short time ago: " It would be affectation not to look to the probability that 
^' sooner or later this Province must fall off from the Mother-Country, tho' not^ I 
'' hope, in our generation. None of us think the time near at hand, but some prefer 
^'^he measures which tend to postpone it, others those which seem likely to acoele- 
'' rate it. Mr. Papineau is one of the latter class, I belong to the former." Ha 
then proceeded to assent to the following opinion^ which I have found to receive s 
tolerably ready acceptance among the most intelligent of the French Canadians; 
that the English Coustitution confers upon the Assembly as great power as it has 
any reason to denre; that whether or not a Canadian have a predilection for Be- 
publican Institutions, he ought to see that the best preparation for them would be a 
schooling in the exercise of the privileges of Englishmen ; that in their present stata 
of political backwardness the Canadians could not be thrown off from Bn^^land with- 
out becoming merged in the Mass of their ncighb3ur8, but that, enlightened b7 s 
long use of the powers secured to them while they are kept within their artifieial 
limits as a British Colony, they may at some future time be capable of sustaining a 
separate existence of their own. Finally, this Gentleman told me that if, to the 
oontrol which the Assembly was to have over all the Finance^ were added a respon- 
sible Executive Council of Grovt., he would- dei^ire no more, but would waive 
«11 particular Grievances and all demands of an Elective Legislative Council. 

Thin project, of having three or five salaried CouncUlors, to be chosen from ifaa 
leading mon of the Colony, with Seats in the Legislature, and bound to get supplies 
or va<'ate their posts, seems to be fast gaining ground. Papineau dislikes it, bocMna 
he knows it would put a bit in his mouth, bat he confessed to me the other day, that 
from tho strong feeling in its favour in the Assembly, and from the approval ol tba 
same object among the popular party in Upper Canada, with whom he is very 
desirous to co-oper«te, he should be disposed not to press his Individual opposition tft 
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the scheme. If the Ck>inmi8sioner8 coald devise some secare and acceptable mode of 
realiziDg it^ I am persaaded they would do more, to proloog the harmoDious oonneo- 
tioD with Canada than by endless investigations of details ; bat I know not whether 
they will entertain the sabjeot Lord Howick was strongly prepossessed towards 
such a Measnre, when last I saw him in England, and inde^ he is the first person by 
whom I ever heard it mentioned. 

Come what may, we certainly are in a position favourable enough to increase 
our responsibility beyond anything I expected. The measures of the Colonial Offioo 
have done much, Lord Gt>sford'd manners have given those measures the fullest 
effect; all hitherto has prospered; it remains to see whether the CommissioQera 
will be able to crown the good work. This is the part of the business in which, 
individually, I have most interest, but of which I cannot pretend that I am most 
confident of a happy issue. No pains shall be wanting, so far as my limited power 
extends, to brfng it about ; nor shall I lament less deeply, than those who did not 
apprehend it, any failure which may arise from the delay, irresolution, and whim- 
sical compromises, to which it is impossible not to fear that the best selection of 
Indi viduaU may fall Victims, when called upon to act jointly, in emergencies requirini; 
the utmost promptitude and decision. As yet, at least, we have committed no posi- 
tive fault ; for the future I may tremble, but I will not entirely abandon hope. 

In a place where there is so much daily to recall Mr. Stephens* views and 
plans, it is natural that I should often have felt an impulse to write to him, but I 
resisted it for two reasons ; Ist that I had heard him express some dislike to unau- 
ihentic accounts of the State of a Colony ; 2ndly that I felt an objection myself, on 
the point of form, to entering into correspondence with an Under Secretary of State. 
If, however, you think there is anything in my late or present communication which 
would be worth his reading, I need not say that I should only be flattered by his 
taking the trouble to look at them. Of all the little which I know in public Busine.^ 
he is the Father ; and it would be very nndutiful in rae not to be solicitous that ho 
ehould have any information, in my power, which he might desire to see. iiveu a 
Midshipman is authority enough to give an opinion to the Captain, if the Mid. be last 
from deck. In like manner, as I am now exposed to the immediate effect of the 
•breezes here, you may report from me ** Hujsy weather, but clearing a little to Wind- 
ward."

There is one circumstances to which we attach so little importance on the spot, 
that I almost forgot to mention it The Assembly refused to insert in its Address 
any formal recognition of the Commission ; some injudicious or pretended Friends 
nt*ged it, but the majority rejocted the proposal. In this, I believe wo all agree ia 
thinking that tbey were quite right. The Governor is clearly the only co-ordinate 
Authority with the two Houses of the Legislature, nor was it was ever wished that 
the Couimission should communicate direct with the Assembly in its Public and 
Associated character. 

I only mention the thing because at a distance it might bo misconceived ; while 
the truth is that the majority of the Assembly are on the best terms with the Com- 
mission, and that Papineau himself, in vehemently denouncing the proposal of 
recognizing them by the Assembly in a formal manner, observei that of course the 
House was bound t> wish the Commission every success, an 1 that he Wjis persuaded 
ICembors in their iaiiniuai cipu^ity would show every desiro t> assist the proceed- 
ings of the Commission. This is tho very same language which he and two or three 
others of .the Chief Members, had previously held to me in p:*ivatt». The 
whole question was one of form, but of course those who are uneasy at any 
,|;ood understanding batweon the local Authorities and the " French *' Party would be 
glad to represent the decision a^ one cf substance, and an affront. 
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NOTE B. 

HOX. A. K. aORtS TO HON. FRANOIS HINCKS. 

Quebec, 8th Hay, 1841. 
Sear Sib, — I muet solicit your iDclalgence, and ezpiess to yoa my siDcere regret 
tor not having been able to answer sooner yoar very important letters to me and to 
our mutual friend Mr. Lafontaine, who has sent them to me under the pretence, 
unfounded, accoiding to me, that being out of the Hoose of Aseembly, he was not to- 
be consideied as a kader of it. But to my own delays, which have been far frook 
coming of a want of personal respect and friendship for you, or of a want of sympathy 
and united feelings on the subject of our common affairs, several circumstances have 
retarded me : first, my health which has been bad for some time; secondly, my dif- 
£dence at attempting to write the English language, and lastly, more than all the 
rest, a belief that I ought not to take the lead when older and abler politicians held 
alr<.ady the post of chiefs in this part of the Frovince ; the fact is that I was afraid of 
misrepresentingtheopinionsof others, and almost did believe that I was alone in my 
way of thinkiffiT, and that unless I should modify it, I was not to consider myself a» 
representing the general opinion here. However, the time drawing near when I 
must answer jou, and having seen a good deal, and conversed with many of the 
members and other Liberals, I must at all events let you know my view of our present 
position, and although I bog to be considered as speaking for myself only, I will 
venture to ^ay that a large portion of our members would agree with me. To resume 
the whole details in a few words, I am against the Union aid against its main features, 
as I think every honest Lower Canadian should be. But I am not for violence or haste.. 
I do not ezpict a direct repeal, at least for a time, and therefore I do not wish to 
take a hostile position and einbarrass Government on account of the Union. I want 
to convince the authorities of their error, and give them the necessary time to repair 
it. As to firm though moderate declarations and protestations, we would bo unworthy 
of those whom we represent if we did not make them. Wo cannot sacrifice or comprO' 
mise their essential rights; we even hope that a liberal majority will bo with us to 
assert them. But I am not for entering into col]il^ion with the other branches on any 
ju^count if possible, nor for stopping the march of afiairs, as some may have fancied. 
We most say what defects are to be remedied, and until that remedy comes or is 
denied, do our best to innpiie to the Colonial G<)vernment those liberal and popular 
principles and policy which would tei.d in their application to ^secure the liberties 
and welfaie of all. If I am reluctantly bound to oppose, I will not do it systematio- 
ally. I am for peace, union, and harmony, if they can be obtained. I still longed 
for those blchsings when I resolved to re enter public life. I would retire soon into 
privacy if we weie long to be without them. I will go further, and say without 
aesitation that I would cordially support a Government whoso laboni-s would tend to 
Impart them jostly and honestly. Much is to be done, of course, or rather undone, to 
convince me that such is the aim of Gk)vernment, when for years no other plans have 
been advanced in theory and put in practice but thoze which were for the destruction 
and prostration of my countrymen. But, ,dear Sir, if justice can still be had, let ub 
liave justice, and help those who will offer it to us, those who are or may be ready to 

fovern according to a free expression of the people's wishes and feelings. You may 
e convinced that I have no wish to quarrel with the present Groveinor or any other 
one. I hope that in all my life I will be, as I think I have been, and still more than 
ever if I can, above individifal quarrels and considerations. Before the details of the 
Union were known, and before that law had receive<l its execution, 1 sometimes im* 

SIfined that I mii;ht le int^trumental, in even an hun^ble decree, in reconciling the 
overnment and the people. It was my only aim, and a^ I bad the honour to men- 
tion to Lord Sydenham, the only time I have ccnversed with him, I would not think 
it worth while for me to meddle in public affairs any longer, if I had not a hope 
of seeing that harmony subsist in the end. I may err, and I very often err, but to 
attain that end I would devote with pleasure some more years of my most lervent 
labo«rS| if I could be brought to the belief that our exertions would be Ubcful to our 
ibllow citizens, and our advice bo heard in the high quarters. 
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Bat enough, in a generftl point of view*, I hc^ yoti have no fear, of mi$undeiv- 
standingB between you and us. For my part I have none. The following explana- 
tions and details will, I hope, convinoe yon that^the SMbnners of both Provinces must 
and will act together, although circumstances peculiar to each late Province put then^ 
respectively in a different position. 

Tour letters are frank, comprehensive, and to m^ satisfkctory. They have been 
considered so by^ every one of the few fVi^ds to whom 1 have communicated them, 
and as to those to whom I could not give a fdll knowledge of them, I have had 
indirect means to be satisfied that their general views are concurred in. Some time& 
there is a division in words and denominations, as there may be between you and Mr. 
Neilson here, wh^n no practical discrepancy exists. You must not, therefore,' be^ 
alarmed at some expressions in newspi^pers, or in speeches, from any one or two of our 
public men. And even those expressions, in the mind of Mr. Ay Iwin and Mr. Neilson, 
of whom you think you have to complain, do not apply to yoo, I am quite certain, 
but only to some of those whom you admit yousell, to be disinclined in some points 
to do justice to Lower Canada. Not that I approve of anything which may tend ta 
irritate or disunite, but when 1 see such prospects of good UDderstauding and 
mutual confidence, I look eagerly to them. Ton have seen how the idea of making th» 
Bepeal a ^ne qua non question, and of the members abstaining from sitting until 
then, which was entertained in the Aurore, was combatted by the Canadien. Not two, 
ot perhaps not one, of the Quebec members, would be for the line of policy recom- 
mended in those articles of the Aurore ; as to the Montreal members, I would be very^ 
much surprised if they thought otherwise than we do. I thought that on this subject, 
Parent's article of the 9th April would allay all uneasiness. This last article has, no 
donbt, met your views. Here, everyone continues to have the greatest confidence in 
you and the Eeforroers of Upper Canada, and to be thankful to you personally, as 
editor, for your defence of the Canadian character and riijchts. 

As to parties ill the new House, there may be probably, five shades or divisions,. 
three with yon and two With us. 

1st. Upper Canada Liberals and Beformers, decided to act honestly and inde* 
pendently, and advocating popular and responsible Government. 

2nd. Upper Canada Toried or Conservatives, independent from Government, 
rather opposed to it at this moment. 

3rd. Officials in Upper Canada, whether Tories or Beformers, by name, tied or 
predisposed to vote on all matters as if iixej were directly v*esponsible to the pre- 
sent Executive. 

4th. Beformers of all grades from Lower Canada, who for the past have advocated 
Hfoeral and popular measures, representing generally, French constituencies, opposed 
to the Union, but friendly to the Upper Canada Beformers and to responsible 
government. 

5th. Officials from Lower Canada, other representatives of the pelf called British 
f arly, and other members at Montreal, elected more or less by violence. 

Now, in my opinion, the most natural alliance is between numbers 1 and 4, 
although some of you approve of the Union, on account of the advantrges it gives to 
ITpper Canada, while we oppose it, because none of its provisions are just or beneficial 
towards us. But natural justice oh the one part, and connmon ideas and interest on 
Itie other, will bring an understanding, even on this most delicate point. 

Numbers 3 and 5 will, from the beginning, act together also. 

Number 2 may join either. There is a belief here among some, perhaps from not 
knowing the past divisions and recent strifes in Upper Canada, that the party of 
Sir Allan McNab and Mr. Cartwright might unite with you and us, and agree upon 
identical plans of good government. Do you think that Union possible under the 
present circumstances, or likely to last, if it could take place ? 

1 make no mention of the possibility of that party No. 2 joining with some of us 
to upset the Union at once, ana be at warfare until an* absolute repeal comes. I have 
ahready said I saw no prudence in that hostile stand. In that case, we, Lower 
Canada Beformers, would be divided amongst ourselves, a circumstance which I 
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would deploi^e bitterly, but wbioh I do not apprebeod. Tho neceasity of a permanent 
alliance Bhonld bring towards you those of us who might be inclined to act too decid- 
edly, and the same reason should also bring unto us the less decided portion of you 
above. 

Should we, in the beginning, in claiming our rights as Canadians and as Britisk 
subjects, be abandoned by you and helped by the Conservatives, that circnmstanoe 
would be more painful to me than I could express. It would, no doubt, lead to . 
confosion and misunderstanding. Still, after tnat, and here I speak for myself 
and from my own convictions and firm principles on Grovernment matters, I would 
join you and act with yon oq general affairs, unless I lett the field altofi^ether, out 
of disconrageroent, I know in this declaration I am going very far. Many would 
prefer the O'Connelltail-system, and to unite with one party or the other as 
momentary alliance or expediency may suggest. This I am unable to do. I have no 
-cunning, no intrigue and, perhaps, no discernment; and I crave only forwardness and 
honesty. Therefore, if tbe fi-iends do not befriend me, I will leave the Party, and not 
befriend another camp. 

You see my sincerity, and I can hardly go beyond that. But from the contents 
of your letters, there is little danger of our teing thus placed. It is in that case that 
I would regret mv election, when so many of my best friends, whom I could consult, 
are not to be in the House. Lafontaine, Leslie, Girouard and Huot, will be much 
wanting. Boom may be made for the two first here below, if there are no near eleo- 
tions for Terrebonne and Montreal, under better protection. As to the two latter 
gentlemen, I am sorry that they have declined from the beginning. 

Past disputes on the subject of responsible government, as exemplified in a Pro- 
uncial Executive Council, have created a chasm between you and Mr. Neilson. Now, 
it is very difficult to guess what he will or will not do, but when you treat with him 
persom)lij,you will find him very accommodating. I am sure he is not for violence 
and for creating difficulties. His opposition to the Union, and his labours as Presi- 
dent oi the Quebec Committee, have given him an immense iofluence. If we were to 
support a Government ready to do justice to Lower Canada, and he were to oppose it, 
we could not go on easily. However, rothing of the kind is to be feared. - We had 
some fears in the beginning ; now we are convinced of his pacific dispositions. But 
again, ho is the leader^ and not I or any other one. 

You must not be surprised if we are opposed to the Union, and even if our eleo- 
tions have mainly turned upon that point Marked with so many defects in its de- 
tails, tbe measure in principle has been advocated both in England and here as tbe 
surest means of destroying the political rights and social institutions of balf a million 
of people. No other pri$u;iple but that one can be squeezed out of it. The few coo- 
stitulionai advantages it seems to confer on Lower Canada, comparatively with the 
late temporary Government, are offensively cui*tailed, and in every respect the whole 
of it is injurious to us. As to Upper Canada, with the exception of the debt, whioli 
I confess is a great boon, it diminibhos the public liberties, and we have all been told 
to rest satisfied with that, content or not. It reduces the legislative functions of the 
Assembly to the power of voting new taxes, but without power to control the pro- 
ceeds, or apply them, except when over about £150,000 yearly, and with the strange 
anomaly ol the Executive branch having the initiative. 

But another thing is to be dissatisfied with the Union, and another thing to be 
disposed to break everything on account of it. lam convinced that the late Act 
would not be immediately repealed, and that if it was, it would be only for worse. It 
IS a well-known fact that it has been passed in opposition . to the well-known wishes 
of Lower Canada. Bent on injustice, as are presently towards us the metropolitan 
authorities^, irom lack of duty^ or from misapplied national prejudice, it is only 
with time, and with the help of honest and liberal men amongst you, that we can 
instil better feelings in the hearts of our rulers. Let us try so to do, and in the 
meantime let Upper and Lower Canadians know and appreciate each other better, and 
•<<^ment a union which, at all events, will be profitable to both; it is true that if wO; 
vhave not a majority for good government in the House, we niay be left under the 
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eooorge of ordinances passed permanent by the late special Ooancil, bat if the same 
body bad lasted, some more ordinances might have heaped the system now in operation* : 

We do not wish to make the Speakership a politioal question. If yon think it 
just that a member Rpeaking both languages should have the honour, I would men- 
tion Mr. Yiger, Mr. Cuviilier, Mr. Quesnel, Mr. Neilson. The one who suits you best 
would, no doubt, be acceptable here ; as to offering ^ it has never been done, and how- r 
«ve]r proper in its terms the circular of Sir Allan McNab was, it has appeared to us 
something strange. If you do not, any more thanus« make a political question of the 
matter, and if you wish to have a member from Upper Canada, I think Sir Allan 
or Mr. Merritt would have a chance. Why has not Mr. Yiger'a name been men- 
tioned ? He will certainly be tbe most learned member in historical, political and par- 
liamentary knowledge, and his whole life has been devoted to the popular cause, if 
you prefer Mr. Cuviilier, bis nomination would likely be welcome. We have had very 
little opportunity of late to know his opinions, but I have no doubt he is independent 
^nd liberal. Mr. Lafontaine was the proper choice to be made; he has been out-seated 
in a bush at the farthermost extremity of a county, with a population of 200 Tories 
and 20,000 Liberals. Under the present circumstances, Mr. Baldwin, who otherwise 
would have met our choice, could hardly be proposed. But we have great con&dence 
in him, ^nd so has Mr. Neilson. .My name has oeen mentioned in Lafontaine's letters* 
4tnd in yours. I must not play the hypocrite, and will speak at once on the subject. > 
Setting abide the arduousness of the task, there would be many more aged and more 
•able members to whom an injustice would be made if any junior member was pro> 
posed. Those members and tbeir friends would consider it invidious. I think^ 
therefore,, that even if I were able to keep the balance and concile so many conflicting * 

Parties as there will be in the House, I should be oat of the question. I had never 
elieved that I would be thought of. I must be on the floor, where I will try to vie 
with my colleagues in zeal, independence and sincerity. I know prospects are noi 
encouraging, and many think that it is better for Lower Canada, in the pre^ent time, 
to abstain altogether from politics, until justice is done to as. I am sometimes my- 
self discouraged, but I hope to be able to bring on that justice, as one of many, if we 
<^n be understood, as I have no doubt we wilL Our Qaebeo people intend to be at 
Kingston a few days beforehand ; so the Montrealers will be invited to do. Some hours 
of personal intercoarso will do much more than a long written correspondence. 

Yoa see at once, no doubt, that the aunihilation of Lower Canada as it has up to 
this tin^e existed, is a favourite project. The Tories of Montreal, therefore have 
realized all their dreams, and they cannot be said to have been kept down, for they 
have all power upon our lives, property, rights, interests and feelings even, and that 
wiihouc any sacco'^Hfal appeal. And encouraged as they are, they go in every instanes 
much beyond what tbo authorities might have even supposed. But Lower Canada^ 
as a community of British-born citizens, has been transferred to that party, styling 
themselves exclusively British. We are told every day that such a system is to bs ^ 
maintained, and we be deprived of oar rights and existence by all means, lawful or 
not. Will you accede to that ? An enlightened regard is to be had for Lower Canads^ 
that is to say, tbe regard of the offlciah and the pretended Briiishpariy, just as they 
may advise for them:ielves or fancy for their interests, they being in ail points to 
-decide and judge for os, to make the law or to evade it, just as convenient, the regard 
being alvyays subservient to the annihilation. Hence are legitimated fraud, violense 
and murder at elections, and every other thing which may be resorted to to maintain 
the enlightened regard with those who have assumed it to themselves. £ can not 
i>elieve, nor will 1 ever believe unless forced to do sc, that such are the views of Grov* 
em men t. If they were, it would be a thing much to be deprecated. Ages of suSering- 
and hatred would ensue, where love and anection are so easy to be won. There is no 
people easier to govern or to maintain in affection and conudence, if but the Govern- 
ment would. Our political rights unimpaired on the one way, and the full enjoyment 
of our social institutions, unless amended by our own consent, are the best and proba- 
bly tbe only means oFeecuring forever that affection and that confidence, at heart and 
4U hand. It is that truth that I will endeavor with all my lAight to persuade to thoa». 
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Ia> power, whom I wimid reBpedfolly advise to shake off the dirt which subservient 
ana interested partizans are heaping every day on the sacred altar of jostiee, sallying- 
ihe hoDoar of the Empire itself. Should Government take a contrary course, 1, for 
one, would not only support it, but help it with my utmost endeavours, and I would 
bave^ no fears for the result of the experiment. I am a friend to British connexion and 
institutions, if we truly had them ; they are sufficient to render us happy and content- 
ed, and to develop all our energies and capabilities towards one same end, peace, 
jvfltice and prosperity. Let us only endeavour to obtain in truth those liberties and 
institutions, and let us join in sapporting any Administration which will help us and. 
protect us. I will add one wish more; may the present head of the Executive him- 
aelf be advised to adopt that liberal course. 

To effect hat^ a change of some tnenis necessaiy. I have confidence in Mr. 
Biddwin and M r. Daly. The other gentlemen from Upper Canada you know better^ 
than wo do. The iwo* others here are the active agents of that domination party to^ 
which wo owe all our evils ; they belong to that class of officials of whom Lord 
Durham's eviployis ^aid that they had done enough to drive the people viad into the woods^ 
and their in'Cdponsibility and over-enormous salaries have since been increased with 
no great capacity added, as far as Messrs. Ogden and Day are concerned. What yon 
may have to say of Messrs. Draper and Sullivan remains with you. Now, if yoa 
€herit<h a hope that the result of our first Se^^sion might be to bring a change in the 
Executive Council, by replacing tbe above with more able, more disinterested, more 
honest and more popular men, alike ready to respect all and do justice to alt, £ have 
CTCry disposition to act in conceii) with yon. If the present officials cling to their 
money, why, let them continue to have it, and be divested of the power of doing evil^ 
and let honest advice be given to the Governor on all subject^ in which the peoplo'd 
welfare is interested ; let enlightened^ public opirdon replace the enlightened regard of 
party (spirit, and I venture to say that very few of us will be wanting*in the support 
of Government, endeavouring in the meantime to obtain justice and redress, either hy 
Provincial legislation or by addresses to the Imperial authorities. 

But, let mo add one thing, and I have done. Have you a hope that respon^hl» 
^opernmentf in the way you understand it, or something near, will be offered and con- 
ceded lo uei ? What would you say of an organization of officials strictly responsible 
to the Executive summities only, who themselves would not be, in any way, respon- 
sible to the popular branch, and would pretend, instead of that, to compose that 
branch at their pleasure, and render it responsible also to themselves ? Mind that 
there he no misunderstanding in terms when speaking of responsible government. 

I wish, with all my heart, to have given you satisfaction by thus explaining my 
views to you. I repeat it, we will easily be understood. You, Reformers, are oar 
only tiuturul friends. We have been too sincere, in our past toils for liberty and 
reform, h(wevcr ill acknowledged and ill-rewarded, to join preseitfly with tLen or 
other crecdH. This is at least my view of the position which is Jikely to be taken 
by my countrymen, a position, independent from the Executive, but not hostile to it, 
Md even of readiness to help and support it, if it would listen to our honest advice, 
Jttid offer to us in its CouncilB the guarantee of men possessing public confi ience. 

I may still, if I have leisure, communicate to you by letter, some views on the 
practical operation of responsible government. 

This long epistle will, I hope, atone for my past negligence. Excuse my 
Ifinglish, for 1 know many of my expressions must have been very awkward. This 
letter is of course private^ but I have no objections to its being communicated 
privately alno, to some of our friends, if it can do good. 

If the Reformers were still, as should appeur to you, misunderstanding eacbv 
other in boih Provinces, which, however, I do not apprehend to be the case, piay 
lose no time in netting me at right, and giving further occasion to di<$cust<ion and 
explanation. What I say, I say in good faith. If I have not sooner written, I have- 
not, however, been inactive. 1 httve consulted many of our colleagues and other- 
friends. All agree in deprecating violence, in desiring to act in concert with you, and. 
in expresbing their confidence in your friends, and yourself perionally. For my 
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party Dear Sir, it shall be an aofoigDed pieasare to me, when I am at liberty to^<»tti- 
-rate jonracquaiDtanoeand fricDddfaip, devoid of any political coQsideratioD. 
Mr. Haot and Mr. Parent beg to be recalled to your friendly aoavenirs.

To the Kings Most ExxeUent Majesty : 

The humble Pctioion of the Governor and Company of Adven- 
Petition of the Ad- tuicrs of England tradeing into Hudson's Bay, most humbly 
Tentarers of Enjc- gjjQvveth — 

HadsooBBay. That the Ports and Places within HuJ^ons Bay in Araeriea, 

were lirst di-jcovcrod by the subjects of the Imperial Crowno of ihitj 
KiDgdome, denominated, frequented und sailed to, only by them successively for 
upwards of one hundred Years. 

That the Petitioners have Traded into those parts above Twenty Yeares, and in 
that time have expended near Two hundred thoasuai pounds sterling in erecting and 
makcing Forts and Factones there, and in setling a trade and other necessaries there- 
unto within the limitts of their Charter, and have now arrived to a very cousiderabla 
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Trade therein to the Honour and profit of this Kiogdome, and the increase of Your 
Majestyes Castomes lind shipping, and never were distuibed or any way molested 
therein, anUll the year 1682, when one MoDsiear de la Cheney and other private mer- 
chants of Canada, without any Commission or Colour of Authority from his Most Chris- 
tian Majesty, or from the Governor of Canada, did set out ships, and in a piraticall 
manner disturbe and annoy the Peticoners in their Factories and Settlements at Port 
Nelson and did burn their Houses and robbed them of their Trade there, of all which 
tho' severall memorialls were sent to the Court of France by his late Majesty of ever 
blessed Memory in behalfe of the Peticoners demanding satisfaction for the same^ yet 
none was obtained. 

And in November, 1685, the peticioners renewed their complaints by an humble 
peticon to Tour Majesty setting forth they had then received fresh intelligence that 
ye French had, in van open hostile manner, in the time of peace and good correspon- 
dence of the two Crownes, seized within Hudsons Streights one of ye Peticoners ships 
commanded by one Edward Humes, and carryed her, with all her ladeing and severall 
of your Majestys subjects upon her, prisoners toQuebeck. 

That His Most Christian Majesty gave answer thereunto ard promised that as to 
the said ship, be would forthwith Fend necessary orders to Canada to have an account 
of what baa hapned in that affair, and after information thereof, would order what 
should be just and reasonable, but instead thereof Richard Smithsend mate of the 
said ship, and seme of her crew, were kept prisoners at Quebeck for above Eleven 
months, and for ye moet part were led only with bread and water, and at 
last sent away as slaves to Martinico in the We^t Indies, as the Peticoners have been 
lately assured by the said Smithsend, who made his escape and ia wth in few days^ 
since anived in London, and his affidavit attesting ye same and the French their 
proceedings against Your Peticoners in takeing the Bottomeof the Bay is hereunto 
annexed. 

That in February, 168|^, the Peticoners made reply to the said answer, and at 
the same time made their peticon and Memoriall of complaint to Tour Majesty 
settirg forth the great Injuries and Depredations done to the Peticoners in their 
Trade, Fsctories and Estates in the Hudson's Bay, by the subjects of his most Chris- 
tian MajeF'ty ^and did annex to the same a deduction of their severall Losses and 
Sufft rings by ye French' of Canada, amounting to Threescore Thousand pounds. 

Tlat the Peticoners have advice, that the Canada ships are this year arrived at 
Socl 0)1 and noe wise doubt but his most Christian Majesty has by them received ao 
account about the Peticoners said ship and other their great Sufferings and Losses 
by his subjects. 

That the Peticoners have had the honour to receive many gracious Favours and 
Encourage mts from your Majef^tyes late JRojall Brother (of ever blessed Memory) 
and not only then had the Glory to be under Your Itoyall Care as their Gk>vemor, 
but also^lately upon their humble application and Complaint to your Majesty of the 
Continued Injuries they Yearly receive from the subjects of the French King, Year 
Majesty was graciously pleased to give them from your owne Boyall Mouth, the as- 
sureance of Your Majesties Protection and Care to see them righted. 

And in stedfast assurance of your Majesties most gracious and Boyall Word, 
but in the most humble and dutifull manner. 

The Peticoners do presume to represent to your Majesty, — 

That within these two months the Petitioners have received repeated advices and 
Intelligei ces from France and severall other plases, whereby it appeares that th6 
French of Canada, this Yeare, have in a Piraticful manner taken and totally despoilejd 
the Petitioners ol three of their Forts and Factories in ye bottom of Hudson's Bay» 
three of their ships or vessels. Fifty Thousand Beaver Skinns and a great quantity of 
Provisions, Stores and Meichandizes laid in for many Yeaies Trade; and have in a 
small vessell turned out to sea above Fifty of Your Majestyes Subjects, who then were 
in the Petitioners service, to ehift for themselves or perish miserably besides those 
whome they have either Killed or detained Prisoners. 

And the French of Canada give out to the native Indians, that they the said 
Jrencb will have Hudsons Bay and Trade into their ovme hands and utterly out the 
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Peticosere of the eame, which if they effect will prove a very great Loss to Your 
Majesty and this KiDgdome and will utterly mine the Petitioners. 

All which is humbly submitted to your Majesty's most gracious consideration. 

And the Peticoners humbly pray, that your Majesty will be graciously pleased) 
to afford them your Boy all af sistance and Protection, and that your Majesty will de- 
mand and procure satisfaction to be made to them for all the losses and Damages 
they have as well formerly as by this last Invasion sustained from the subjects of his 
most Christian Majty and that his most Christian Majesty may be instantly pressed to 

five effectuall commands to His Governor at Canada and other his subjects to Quitt and 
eliver up to the Peticoners their agents and servants, all ye Forts, factories, ships and 
whatever else they have taken from the Peticoners in Hudsons Bay and for the more 
sincere and effectuall obtaining of ye same, that his most Christian Majesty may now, 
before the departure of the Peticoners ships this spring, send unto your Majesty a 
positive mandate to goe by the Peticoners owne snips this expedition, comanding 
all the subjects of his most Christian Majty which shall be found in the Bottom of 
the Bay, or any other the Factories or Territories of the Peticoners on sight thereof 
to Quitt and surrender all the said places with all that did to them belong and to de- 
part from thence and leave the quiet and intire possession of ye same to ye Peticon- 
ers their Agents, Factors and servants, and that noe ships or subjects of that Crowne 
may for ye future annoy or piolest ye Peticoners in tneir Rights, possessions and 
Trade, and that ye Peticoners may have ye sole trade of Hudsons Bay, according to 
ye purport and gracious intention of your Majtys Boyall charter. 
And yor Peticoners (as in duty tiound) shall ever pray &c.

to their Lordnhips. of peace and good Correspondence between the Two Crownes after 

more than an hundred yeares intire and quiet Possession of the said 
Bay by his Majesties subjects, your Lordpps have also been acquainted with the 
Companys severall Memorialls of complaints and repeated Petitions to his Majesty to 
cause restitution to be made of the ships. Merchandize and Forts taken from them, 
and aUo for reparation of the vast damage they have susteined thereby ; nor can 
your Lordships (wee hope) be ignorant of his Majesties most gracious answer to our 
Petition delivered in ffebruary last, when he was pleased to tell us that his Honour 
was concerned with our Interest, and he would have reparation for both, which 
Bojall assureance ^om his sacred mouth hath soe reanimated our dei^ponding spiritts 
that we have againe prepared fiehh supplyes of Provisions for our servants in the 
Bay (if any survive their miseries) as well as new cargoes of Merchaiidize, for our 
Trade with the catives, the happy success whereof will be intirely owing to your 
Lordships Favour and despatch, and we cannot but acknowledge it as the first good 
step to ye prosperity of our Company, that providence hath Foe kindly inclined His 
Majesty to referr the Companyes Welfare, to persons of soe much real worth Honour 
and Integrity. 

TVee are sufSciently sensible that it is our Duty to wait your Lordships houres 
and to attend your Motions and Comands in all things, but we humbly begg leave 
also to assure you that the Cojgency of our affaires is so urgent in this Juncture, that 
we are comnefled to make this humble address to begg your Lordships consideration 
of these preliminary propositions, vizt: 

1st. That it hath been the Company's care to despatch their ships for the Bay in 
the Beginning of May, because there is but one season of the Year to goe and come, 
and if they have not an early dispatch, they will be frozen in and loose their voyage.

Tbe Northern part of America wherein Hudsons Bay is com- 
prized, was discovered in the Year 1497, bv Sr. Sebastien Cabot by 
TranaUtion of p particular Commission from King Henry the 7th. 

F^h 0mm ^^ ^® ^®*^ ^^^^> ^^' ^^^"7 Hudson His Majestys subject saUed 
toaohing Hadioiis i^to the streights and Bay of Hudson, took possession thereof giveing 
Baj. names to severall places therein by which they have been sinee 

called and knowne in the maps of those parts, as well forreign as Bng^ 
lish. 

In the Year 1612 Sr. Thomas Button an Bnglishman sailed into the said 
streights and Bay, took possession of severall places particularly of the Biver of Pori 
Nelson and Territories thereunto belonging in the name of his master King Jamea 
the first and called tiie said Biver and Fort wherein they then wintered by the namo 
of Port Nelson firom the Comander of the ship wherein he sailed, whose name was 
Nelson. 

In the Year 1631 Capt. Luke Fox by comand of his late Majesty King Charlea 
the first made a voyage to Hudson's Bay and amongst other places within the said 
Bay, he entered the Biver of Port Nelson and finding there a cross which had beea 
erected by Sr. Thorn a Button with an Inscription defaced, he set up the aald orosa 
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agalne with a new itsoription declaiming his Majestys Bight andPoisseanon and thmi 
named the adjacent coantries apon the said Biver Jfewll'orth-Wales as its called to 
this day in the mapps of America. 

In the Year 1667 another voyage was made to the said Bay by one Zachety 
Gilbam an Englishman who sailed into a Biver in the Bottom of the Bay calling it 
Bapert Biver in Honour of Prince Bupert, who was principally concerned in Siat 
expedition with other adventurers, built a Fort there which he called Charles Fort in 
Honour of his late Majesty and taking possession of the Biver and LiUids thereabouts 
entered into a good Ck)rrespondence and Trade with the natives. 

In the Year 1669 OaptNewland entered Port Nelson and declared His Majesties 
Sight thereto by setting up His Majestys Armes as the Ensignes of his Sbveraignty. 

In the Year 1670 His Majesty was pleased by his Boyal charter to incorporate 
fhe said Adventurers granting them power to Trade exclusively to all others withm 
tiie said strei^bts and Bay and within all the Lands and iTerritories, Blvers and 
Islands in and about the said streights and Bay. 

In the Year 1673 Charles Bayley was sent by the Company as Governor of the 
Actories within the said Bay, with whome Mon. Sr. Frontenao then Governor of 
Canada, kept a good Correspondence, without complaining of any injury done by the 
Company or their agents in settling of commerce or btafmng of Forts in the Bottom 
of the T&j. 

In the year 1680 C^pt. Draper in one of the Companies ships entered the Biver 
cf Port Nelson. 

In the Yeare 1682 the Company's Agents and Factors built a Fort and were 
eetling a Factory in Port Nelson when they were first disturbed by the French, ^e 
Adventurers having expendede near 200,0002 for Twenty Yeares last past in buildiBg 
of Forts and Factories within the Limitts of their charter. 

BQs Majesties Bight to HudBon's Bay and Territories tiiereunto belonging beii^ 
thus deduced without any Interruption or dispute, tintill the Year 1682, is likewise ccm- 
firmed by subsequent Treaties, and particularly by the Treaty 6oncluded between his 
Majesty acd the Most Christian King on ye ^ November, 1666, where in it is stipu- 
lated that both Kings, shall have and retaine to themselves all the Dominion, BigAts 
and Preeminences in the America Seas, Boads and Waters, in as full and ample maimer 
as of Bight belonged to them, and in such manner as they^hen possessea the sjamle,^ 
which as it certainly establishes and confirmee a £iffht m his Majesty ta 
those Places in Hudson's Bay and streights whereof ^e English were ^en 
aci»/Ally possessed, soe doth it likewise of those places which were lately seized 
by the Merchants of France, whidi at ye Sisning of tl^e Treaty, were understood by 
both parties to be in the Possession of His Majesty's subjects, such dispossession as 
lately hapned haveing been certainly made in the time of pej^ and therefore cannot 
be deemed a BightfuT Possession of the IVenoh within th^ ifenuine intention of the 
Treaty. ft> 

Lastly if any objection should be made to the fOacts- and arguments herehn set 
forth to prove bis Majesty's Title to Hudsons Bay and Territories thereunto belonging 
or if any Bight bhall be pretended by the French to those places^ the Company of 
Adventurers most humify pray that leave and opportunity may oe given tliem to- 
make their reply, not doubting to give His Majesty full satisfaction therein.

Sr. Sebastian Cabot discovered this part of America now in ques- 
tion, not by chance, but by particular Order from King Henry the 
seventh in quality of Great Pilot of England; It would be eaqr to- 
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Title. 

^ It is not necessary to prove settleinents made by the said Cabot or by Hodson, 
seeing the French never began to make any till ye year 1682, above twelve 
^ears after the English had Imilt severall Forts and established Factories nndar Um 
immediate Protection of his present Majesty who was (xovemor thereoC 

There is noe intention of I^MishiD|^ a Bight by Maps, yet the names given im 
•them to Places and Coontrys are convincing argameDts of the Propriety. 

It wonld seeme very strange that had they some years before had any thooghta 
of makeiog pretentions to this Colony they wonld have permitted ye printing Mappa 
at Paris (licensed by the King's antbority and dedicated to the Daaphin in Fraiioe) 
ia which are seen none but Bnglish names for all that part of America. 

It hath been already said Uiat ye French never made any apparent settlemeaita 
in the Bay and Streights of Hadson before that which they made by Foroe of Araies 
io the year 1682. 

If Gapt Henry Hadson in the year 1610 3r Tho. Button in 1612 and Gapt Lnke 
Sox in 1631 have made notable voyages into those parts by the express commands 
of their Soveraignes 'tis not to be iinaipned bat there have likewise been private 
Toyagee made within that tim^, in which as well as in the other, they did not only 
take possession, bat oontinned there for some time and left the aaaall marks of the 
aoveraignty of their masters, besides die names which have not been since changed, 
there needed not at that time any other soe ooiisiderable navigators to maintaine Hi a 
Mftjtys Bight which other nations never disputed. 

As to the Cross planted and erected by the Bnfflish Captaina the Troth of it ia 
beyond all dispute, this Brecting of Crosses haveing been practised by the English in 
every Poigne as the Pablick Acts of all timea do testify on like occasions and hitherto 
nothing was ever userped where the Grose was a certaine mark of the takeing Potsaea* 
aion. 

The name of the North Wales givea by Sr. Thomas Batton to the neigbbooring 
Country after a formall Possession taken of Hudsona Bay and the streights, dotk 
aufficiently Justify His Majesty's Big it to those parts and leaves noe Koome for 
other nations to make their pretentions. The expedition made in 1667 is alone* 
aolemn enough to establish the Bight of the Boglish, and is not the less valid for 
the service they reaped therein from G-roseeliers and Badipson said to be Fronck 
men. The Yenetians migh''^ as well pretend to the Bnglish Colonies, because -abot 
made the discovery and the Genoese might demand reason of Spaine for their Poa- 
Bessioris in the Indies, because Colomb was a native of that State. There are few 
-expeditions or Voyages, and scarce any Conquests made where there is not a mix* 
ture of Forreigners 'tis sufficient that those people were not forced but hired into the 
aerviceofthe BngUsh nation. 

It hath been made appear that the French never had any right to these 
Oountries, so that the Treaty of Breda makes nothing for them, but rather Confirmee 
His Majesties Bight and Title. 

The Bight *jo the Bay and streights of Hadson, being thus plainly made ont^ 
it will not be necessory to prove His Majestys Title to ye Biver, Coasts and Port 
Nelson, which are bit members or a small part of the fformer inclosed within His 
3f ajesties continent under those names. It is likewise needless to rehearse that in the 
Tear 1612, Gapt Nelson goeing in Person dwelt there till his death leaving his name 
to that place and that the French nerer came into that river or Road before the Tear 
1682, when they first began to build a small ffort upon the Raines of his BCajesttee 
fiubjects after having by meer violence caused great Loss and Damage to the Bng* 
iish nation. <Tis owned that the two ffrench Yessels came in the year lt>82 to ye 
Western Coasts of Hudson's Bay ca'Jed by the Indians Kakiakioway, the name of 
Bourbon being given it upon the spott. Bat it can at ye same time bo proved b.' 
JLuthentick Witnesses that these ships arrived after ye vessell from Boston whereof 
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y<Kmg Gailbar; was master being his Majesty's subject who had no need of oommis- 
«ioii to verify his Majesty's Title and who, tho' he did not owne the English Oompanj, 
was nevertheless under ye Boyall Protection of England, and as a sutject to y0 
<7rowne, might establish the same Bight for his nation as the French ships pre- 
tended to doe for theirs. 

This late takini^ of Posnession on which there is noe necessity of founding oar 
Bight was seconded lew days after by the arrival of an other vessoll from England 
wliereof Gnilham the father was master, at which time Mr. Bridgard G-overnor for 
the English Company made knowne to je French His Majestye^ Bi^ht and Title and 
the Priviledges of the Company to the Ti^e of that Country. Notwithstanding 
which, these new comers overcame by strength or Policy both the ffather and the 
eon and destroyed or took their vessells with what they had on board, tho' in time of 
}Maoe and within the Possessions of the Crowne of England, which never were dis- 
puted there before even in time of warr. 

'Tis acknowledged that ye Grant or Letters given by His Majesty to ye English 
Company do not of themselves give any Bight, bat ye establishmt of a Company 
priviledged for so Considerable a Commerce and the Actual Tradeing they have Main- 
tained with ye Inhabitants in pursuance of the said Grant or Letters, the Forts thej 
have built in several! places and the Factories they have kept at so vast a charge, do 
plainly shew that his Maty was not deceived, but that ye grant was founded in hia 
H>wne Bight which hath been yett further confirmed by this last takeiog of posseeaioit 
and ye Continuall Tradeing of his subjects under his Eoyall Authority. 

The English Company doth not think it selfe obliged to answer the Damages 
«astained by the French in 1683, seeing what tbey did on that occasion was against 
the Intrusion of the French and in pursuance of the Powers and Priviledges granted, 
them by his Majesty for the Trade of those parts. 

What is here meant is little to the Purpose either in regard to ye la^t Treaty or 
to his Majesty es former or present Title whereof the Dispute and proceeding by suck 
ways in time of peace and under the shadow of a Treaty of good Ooriredpondenos 
«eeme very extraordinary and may prove of dangerous Consequence. 

As to the Titles produced bv the French Commrs, the Commission given 
by Ring Francis the first is of noe force in respect to these Countries, there haveiDfp 
never been any Actual Possession taken and in effect ail the other Letters Pattents 
-can signify nothing in prejudice to his Majtys Bight, seeing noe prince whatso* 
«ver can be hind red from giveing to his Grovernors, Agents and Oompanys such Titles 
418 he shall think best. Those ficiven by Henry tiie Great and Louis the I3th compes- 
hend all that the Crowne of England possesses or hath possessed on ye Continent of - 
America, together with severall Largo Islands, which nevertheless cannot in tha 
least eclipse or diminish His Maje^tjos Claime. Now if the Commissioners shoidd 
insist on Titles of that nature, there would be no safety for his Majestys subjects in 
America. Carolina, Pensilvania and other places possessed by his Majeotys subjecift 
•even since the Treaty at Breda would be in Danger should the French think fit ta 
«urprize them, after which it would not be difficult for them to alledge imaginary 
diacoveries or even to prove that five or six French had passed that way -before, and 
made some Contract with the Indians. It is much more just and reasonable to rely 
upon Actuall dibcoveries and upon possession taken in view of all the World and 
which have continued for a long time together and are too clearly proved by th* 
Tiolence of the French in their enterprise in the Tears 1682 and lt{86. 

An to the Dammages sustained by the subjects of ffrance, the English Company 
maintai'c they a -^ not obliged to indemnify them after soe manifest an Invasion. 

It shull not be ye fault of ye Company of Hudsons Bay, if their Agents and thOi» 
of ye Company of Canada do not keep within their respeotive Bounds, the one pr^ 
tending only to the Trade of the Bay and streights above menconed, whilst the other> 
keepH to that of CanaJa — ^and that the Forts, Habitations, ffiictories ani establishmta» 
of the English Company be restored and their Limitts made good as ye first 
^lisooverei's, PoHnesbors and Traders thither, being the Lawfnll marks of soveraignt^ 
•and this for above Twelve Tears together before ever the French thought ot attaeJa- 
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ing it or tronbliDg the Trade of the English within the Bounds of ye naid Company,. 
for otherwise how may subjects of England Tmst to a Treaty of Neutrality in case- 
of a Buptnre if even in time of peace Uioy see themselves bereaved of their posses- 
slonn and estates without such intire fiepiu'ation and satisfaction as proceedings so 
violent and unjust doe require.

proQver des Etablissements faits par le dit Chevalier C^bot ou par find-on, paisqoe 
lea Francois ji'ont jamais commence d'en faire avant Tann^e 1682 plus de 12 ana 
apres que les Anglois ont b6ti plusieurs Forts et establi des Factories sous Faveu et 
protection particuliere de Sa Majesty qui en eatoit Gouverneur. On ne pretend pas 
s'establir vn droit certain sur les cartes, mais les noms qu'£<lles donnent generalement 
jHiz Pais sont des marques convaincantes de la propri6t^. 

II paroibtroit fort etrange que si Ton avoit eu il y a quelques ann^s la pens^e de 
former des pretentions sur cette Colonic on oust voulu permettre qu'on imprimast k 
Paris des Cartes dediees au Dauphin de France mSme avec privilege du Roy tres 
CSiretien dans iesquelles on ne voit que des noms anglois pour toute cette partie de 
rAmerique. 

II a desja ostd dit que les Francois n'ont jamais fait aucun Etablissemont apparent 
SOT la Baye et Detroits de Hudson avant celui qu'ils firent k main armee en Tannee 
1682. 

Si le Capitaine Henry Hudson'en 1610, le Chevalier Thomas Button en 1612 et 
le Oapitaine Ldo Fox en 1631, on taM dee voyages notables dans ces Pai» et Detroits 
par les ordres expres de leurs souverains, on ne doit pas conclure qu'il ne s*en est 
point fait d'autres particoliers. Les vns et les autres n*en prirent pas seulement 
possession, mais ils y demeurerent quelque teois et y laisserent des marques ordi- 
naires de la souverainetd de leurs maistres outre les noms qui n'ont point change 
depuis. II n'est pas necessaire qu'il y ait eu dans ce tem^ la d'autres navigatenrs 
8i considerables pour soutenir le Droit de Sa Majesty que d'autres nations n'ont paa 
dlaputd. 

Pour ce qui est de la Croix plant^e et relev^e par les Capitaines Anglois, la 
verity en est incontestable et cette erection de Croix a estd pratiqu6d par les Anglois 
dans tons les reignes comme les Actes publicqs en font foy de tout terns et en pa* 
reilles occasions, et Ton n'a jamais auparavant userp^ sur les prises de Possession dent 
les Croix estoient les marques certainee. 

Le nom de I4ord-Wales qu'imposa le Chevalier Thomas Button aux Pais voisina 
apres vne prise de possession formelle de la Baye et Detroits de Hudson, justifie 
asses le Droit de Sa Majesty sur ces Pais contigus et ne laisse aucun moyen aux 
autros nations, d'y porter leurs pretensions, mesme au deli sur les Possessiors de Sa 
Majetit^ I'BxpMition qui se fit en 1667 est seule asses solemnello pour ctablir le droit 
dee Anglois, et elle n'est pas moios legitime et valable pour le service qu'ils tirerent 
des nommes des Grosseliers et Badisson qu'on dit estre Francois. Les Yenitiena 
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Toyages ni mSme de Conqueste oii il n'y ait qaelqae melaDge de Nations Etran- 
.g&reB, II suffit qae oea gens n'ont pas est6 Potogl mais re^os AG^ages aa servioe da 
Uk Nation Angloise, 

An reste on fait voir que les Francois n'ont jamais ea aacun droit snr le Pi^ ea 
QaestioD, do sorte qae le Traits de Breda no fait Bien pour eaz et jostifie sealement 
le Droit de Sa Majesty. 

Telleraent qae cesMroits estant si bien establis snr la Baye et Detroits de Hadson 
il n'est pas nece&saire d'oDtrer dans los preuves de ses Titres sar la Bividre, Coste et 
port de Nelson qui n'en est quVn mem ore et vne petite partie renfermde dans Teten- 
due du Domaine de Sa Majesty sons les susdits noms. li est memo ioatile de rediro 
qn'en Tannee 1612 le Capitaine Nelson y ostant en Personne et y ayant demear^ jnek 
qn'A sa mort, il y laissa son nom et que les Franfois ne sont jamais entrez dans cette 
Bividre et rade avant 1682 caaDd ils commencerent d'y bktir un petit fort sar lea 
Baines des Sujets de Sa Majesty et apres leor avoir caas6 par des violences extraordi- 
naires des pertes et Bommages considerables a la Nation Angloise. On avoae bien 
qoe les deax vaiseeaax Francois aborddrent en Tan 1682 ji la C^ste da Oaest de ia Baya 
de Hudson appell^ par les Indiens Kakiakioway, le nom de Bourbon y ayant ^A6 
donne sar le cnarap. Mais on peat aassi proaver par des temoignages autentiqnes 
que COS vaisseaux y arriverent apres le B&timent de Boston, mont^ par le joaoe (iaii-

doiont faire pour la lenr. 

Cette nouvelle prise de Possession snr laquelle il n'est pas n^cessaire d*^tablir son 
droit, fut cDcore second^o pen de jonrs apres par Tarriv^e d'un autre navire deLondres 
monte par Guilham le Pere quand le sienr Bridgard Gouvemeur poor ia Compagnie 
Anglois deolara aux Francois les Titres de Sa Majesty et lee Privileges de la Compa- 
gnie ponr lo commerce du dit Pais. Mais nonobstant tout cela, ces nouveaox venoa 
accablcrent ou par Force ou par Sarprise les deox Capitaines Pere et fils et rainerent 
on prirent deux vaisseaux avec tout ce qui restoit dessus quoyqu'en terns de Paix et 
sur le Domaine de la Couronne d'Angleterre, qn'on n'avoit jamais oontestd aupara- 
vant m^mo en tems de guerre. 

, On s^ait bien que ia Concession on Lettres du Boi ootroyees k la Compagnie 
Angloise ne pent simpiement former nn droit^ mais rfltabliseement d'une Comparaie 
privilegi^e ponr vn Commerce si considerable et le Commerce actuel qu'ellea 
^ntrotenu avec los Naturels du Pais en consequence de cette concession. Lea Forta 
qu'elle a b&tis en plusieurs endroits et les Factories qu'elle a maintenaes si long terns 
avec de si grandes Depenses, font bien voir que Sa Mlajesti s'est fond^ sar son anoien 
Droit, qu'eue a cependant affermi par cette derniere possession et commerce conti- 
nuel de ses Sujots sous la Favour de son Antorit^ Boyale. 

La Compagnie Angloise ne croit pas devoir tenir conte aux Francois des dommagea 
qu'Us soufPrirent en Tan 1683 puisqu elle n'a agi en cette occasion centre rintrusion 
des Franyois qn'en consequeuce des Pouvoirs et Privileges donnds par le Boy pour le 
Commerce de toas ces Pais. 

II importe pen h I'inteicst de Sa Miyest^ k quoi on sa rapporte oa aa dernier 
Traite ou k son ancien et premier droit, dont la Contestation et Procedures par dea 
voyes de fait en tems de Paix et sous I'ombre d'un Traits de bonne correspondence 
parroissent fort extraordinaires et peuveut avoir de fort dangereuses suites. 

Pour Boponse aux Titres prodaits par Messrs les Commisbsires de France, on 
4ira que la Commisi^ion du Boy FraDyois premier n'est d'aueuoe vaieur k I'egard dea 
Pais en question, n'y ayant poiot eu de Possession actuelle et m^me toutes ies autres 
Lettres pateutes mentionn^s ne peuvent rien cperer an prejudice de Sa Majost4 
puiequ'on ne £aurait empescher qne tout autre Prince ne donoe k ses Gouveroeurs^ 
Agents et Compagnies tels Titres qu'il lay plaira. Ceux que les Boys Henry le Grand 
et Louis 13me ont donne aux leurs, comprennent tout ce que ia couronne d'Angle- 
terre a possedd et possede en la Terre ferme de i'Amerique et plnsienra Grandes me&

judice to the Bight of his Maje8tiea( aubjecta deduced from the time of the firat dii^ 
ooveriea of America and that if before the year 1682 any Eatabliahmenta were really 
Blade by an v other Nation upon the aaid Bay and atreiffhts (which ia yet denied and 
not proved oy the French) yet the aame (if any auch wifi appear) anbsequent to tho8» 
of the BHj^iiaih and ao be Manifeat Invaaiona of Hia Majeaty'a Sovereignty and pro- 
perty of hia Subjecta. 

Mention hath been made of Garolina and Penailvania only to ahow the Inauffi-^ 
denq^ of Grants and Goncesaiona not preceded or followed by diacovery a and right- 
foil poaaeaaion, and his llajeety ia too much concerned in the conaequence of audi a 
position to eateeme it of the leaat validity aince at the aame time (aa hath been already 
alledged) HisMajeatiea Plantationa afore menconed and other Provincea and Gountries 
in America would be laid open to the Pretentiona and like Invaaiona of tiie Frendi 
founded upon aoe Notable a Preaedent aa thia would be, if ye Qrowne of England 
should upon auch a suggestion, part with aoe conaiderable an Ibitent oi her Dominiona 
and aoverei^ly (de sea Domainea) nor dote the Treaty of 1632 an^ wava diatin- 
guiah the BLzhta of England to any Landa or poaaeaaiona in Araeriea, aa ia alledged in 
the French raper, that Treaty concerning Ganada barely, and not any Gountrie^ 
either aouthward or northward, which needed no Elucidation or conceaaion of tiie 
French to Batabliah the English Bighta and it will be a aufficient anawer to the great- 
eat part of the ftrench Paper to aaaert that the Gountry of Ganada and that of 
Hudsons Bay are two different Provinces and have noe relation but that of neigh- 
bourhood aa may appear by Antient and Modern Mappa, nor did the English when 
they were poaaeaaed of Ganada it aelfe eateem the Country of Hudsona Bay aa ap- 
pertaining to it, and it ia to be hoped that it will not now be reputed a Bependanoa 
of Ganada which would be a pretention not to be advanced between Two Grownea 
that entertaine aoe good a Gorreapondence together, and which would quite deatroy 
the end of the late Treaty of Neutrality aince inatead of ^Mreaerving peace in time of 
warr it will be lookt upon as the occaaion of the worst raects of warr in the time c£ 
14 a— 13 
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peace, if soe notorioiiB an I^Tasidn should remaioe oopaBieht or aatisfliotion reftued' 
for the LoBses that have beene sustained. 

All that are acquainted with ye nature of the Indians well know their wander- 
ing and variable Dispositions, and it is easy to produce on his Hajes^ part submis- 
Siohs and Capitulations of those people, which do very much eifect the Frendi In- 
tete^t and pretentions in those piurts, but it is enough to say that noe Action or 
Sesolution of those savages can alter an Bstablisht Bight Tl^e Btiglish Oomnanv 
do not. pretend that the ffrench had noe knowledge of the Bay and strelehts of Hod- 
son befotei the¥ear 1682, bein^ very sensible that the French have or a long time 
been acquainted with and envied the Prosperity of the Trade and settlement of the 
Bnglish, and often attempted to undermine them in their Commeroe with the In- 
dians, which nevortbelesB they could never accomplish in any part till tUe AdsauU 
made upon his Mmsties subjects in 16^2 which is averred to be the first pretended 
settlement of the French upon the Bay after Twelve Yeares unin tempted possession 
of: the English Company of that name. 

It is a Certaine marke that the French stand in need of Arguments to main- 
taine their JEUght, since they insist upon the service of des Ghrosseliers and Badissou 
made use of and paid b^ the English, when it is well knowne that the most famous 
Gonquests and discoveries of the world, have in all times Men <}arryed on, with the 
help of strangers without diminution of the Bight of the Pjdnce, under whose banner 
the same T^as made. 

It may well be tbavMonsr. Frcmtenac might have aomeflomplaintof the English 
bat did the ffirench ever openly question the establishmetit of the Bi^glish in ^ 
Bay or Interrupt their Trade till the Yeare 1682. The possessicm of th^ Ih^ade ij^laf 
too great a Consequence to have been passed in silence upon any Bnoh aciK^unt 
for Boe long an Interval of time as Twelve Yeares. It will rath^ he believed that 
ye French did not think it seasonable for other reasons to make their advances de 
proohe et proohe et s'estendre sur les Lieuz appartei^ants k la Oompagnie Angloise tUl 
the Year 1682. Upon farther reflection it is to be hoped the French will diieb^nie 
this method of acquisition and takeing possession which is soe injurious to good 
neighbourhood, and soe contrary to the intent and meaning of iTreaties. 

Fimdly, His Maje6i4es subjects referr themselves to aU the GQnstitutions of 
Bight that are allowed by Tieatiee and the Law of Nations, and could as well as, the 
French have availled themselves even of the Law of Naturd (du Droit Nature!) if 
they had not hoped to have received from ye Justice of the most Christian 
Bing (who hath disowned the whole proceedings of his. sobjecto in this affair) intire 
satisfaction for the Inju^ and Losses they have suffered by t&e Invasion of his snb- 
kcts, which has been ouen demanded by ye reiterated miemorials of his Majestys 
Envoy in the Court of France and is now expected with Impatience least by the 
Companys beine kept out of possession of theirTroperty.by Continued Delays, thttr 
Commerce in those parts may suffer irreparable Dammage.
